— There is a government Agricultural 
Farm at the headquarthrs of the district which aims at a practical 
demonstration of the use of suitable varieties of seeds, manure and up- 
to-date implements. 

A Research Officer is engaged in investigations into the possibility of 
discovering drought-resisting strains of paddy, capable of germinating 
even in years of comparatively small rainfall. 

A move has been taken ,to utilise the vast area of ihigh datufu landd 
lying fallow in the district by the cultivation of groundnuts. A great 
deal of systematic propaganda was carried on in this direction and there 
ha« been a very good response from the people. A Oovernraenf grant of 
Rs. 4,000 was utilised in 1938-39 for the purehase and disfributjoa of 
groundnut seeds free of cost. 

I fkprorement of Forests . — Apart from the protective, preventive and 
ameliorative measures indicated above, (joverninent have recently 
taken up the problem of arresting the rapid deforestation in this district 
veil as in other districts. The Forest Committee appointed by the 
Government of Rengal ^inspected forest areas in thV district and held 
derailed emj^iries regarding the causes of denudation of forests, 
ie) (i) Hs.

The purpo'^e of this amendment is to exilmle the scheduled banks 
from the purview* of the Bill and ot the vicious repulatorv measures 
to which money-lenders will have to conform. The Bill a« at ffriJpintro- 
duced excluJed all hanks. The Bill as modified by the Select Com- 
mittee has included all bank* within its purview. There is, howevcy, 
a large volume of opfbion for the exclusion of .scheduled banks from 
the purview of the Bill as will apjiear from 4he minutes of diswnt 
appended to the Report of the Select Qpmmittec. On th# one haffitl, 
Government desire as far as possible to repulate money-lending, or the 
other . 1 .. * 
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Or. MALIMAK8HA 8ANYALS Will you kindly qiote from tli« 
lininuteg of dissent whether they are confined merely to scheduled banks 
or to other credit institutions^also? » 

Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: As far as Government are^ concenjed, 
t!»<n will only ex(‘lude the scheduled banks. They think that it will 
be extremely dangerous for reasons which I shall give later to exclude 
other banks, many of whom are merely banks in name but are money- 
lending societies in essence. 

On the oi^e liancl, Government desire, as far as possible, to regulate 
money-lending; on the other, they feel that they should only regulate 
such transactions only as nee<l to be regulated. Money-lenders are 
generally in an advantageous position and charge from the liaple.ss and 
helpless debtors rates of interest justified by tlie economies of the time. 
TJnregulate<l, the free play of contracts has thus led to considerable 
hardship. On the other hand, we do not think that we should be 
rigid in interfering with the complicated system of immey-lendiug 
tratisacti(»ns of banks the conditions of which de])end to a large* extent 
on economic factors. Further, we feel that we should not unnecessarily 
stop the growth (»f banks and banking facilities, nor do we desire that 
we should handicap comm<‘r<*ial and industrial (‘redit fa<Mlities. Now 
the banks whicli are pro]>erIy run and which are banks md m»reh in 
name but in essence, have to be governed hy rules to whit h the ordinary 
mtiney-lender does not (M)ntorm. There is a rat<* of iilterest at which 
scheduled banks can borrow, a rate which deju'uds on Avhat is known 
us the hiv.'k I’ale which is normall> <‘harged fi»r advances against Govern- 
ment se(‘urities and which is governed b\ factors partl\ h»cal and ])artly 
international. Scheduled banks, imueover. have to c(mform to certain 
(‘onditions which are laid dow'ii by the Reserve Bank Act. Balaru'e- 
sheets must be issued, reserves maintained in Government or other 
Trustee Stock, 20 per cent, of Yhe profits must he .set aside to reserve 
l)efore the declaration of a dividend until the reserve equals the paid- 
up capital, deposits must^^ be accej>ted withdrawabh* by (?heque, cash 
reservo maintained ecjual to 2A per cent, of time liabilities and o per 
cent, of demand liabilities and there mu^t be a deposit of o lakhs of 
rupees. Tiie rate whi(di will be charged b> the , scheduled bunk for 
loans will dej)end on the bank rate, and it is highly ixiprobable that 
whatever might have been the c<*nducl of a bank before it became a 
scheil^t|Jed bank and whatever steps ii may have taken to iioTease its 
as.set.s it cannot pursue tlo»se steps after having become scheduled. 
Such banks also deal largely in cominercivil and industrial transactions. 
Their assets must remain liquid to a large extent, and they cannot 
aft’tird to tie up any r^ascmable proportion ot iheit* assets in mortgages 
on' lands. , Now, a well-ordered ami well-run bank, as we expect 
scheduled banks to be, can fulfil a jery neces.sary‘waiit cf the co\intry, 
ahd as the duty of any well-ordered Gvivernmentj should be to encourage 
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th© establishment of such bank> and not to stop their jrrowtli or ti^ 

• cripple or paralyse banks. Government deem it desirable that scheduled 
banks shoidd be excluded from the piAisions of this Bill. Actually, 
th^ rates charged by the scheduled banks are lower than the rafea laid 
down in the Bill. Nevertheless. twhen these rates dej>end on ei'onomic 
factors beyond the control even of the Provincial Government and the 
bank rates in times of stress rise above the rales laid down in the Bill, 
there seems little reason tor regulating rales of scheduled banks by 
means of legislation. There is a danger, too. that if the schedul ed ^ ^ 
banks are included within the purview of the Bill. the\ i^vould not bo 
prepared to run the risk of their advances falling within the s(’ope of 
the Bill, and a large ])ro])ortion of existing advaTU'cs, particularly those 
against j)ro|)erty, would be called up and no fresh advances are likely 
to be made. Ihis would restrict tredit considerably. The iiiterest 
rates are also governed b\ cmnpetition betw'een banks for b\isiness, and 
hence rates charged b\ scheduled banks vary with the bank rates. The 
differtuice in the case of s(“lieduh‘d hanks between borrowing and lending 
is not considerable as tliey deal in latge sums of money, and a small 
margin can give theiui suffi<’ient return to meet their expenses and to 
proviile them v^ith a dividend. The agriculturists aK«) who are credit- 
worth\,can obtain advam e^ trom the smaller scheduled bjuiks at ri*ason- 
able rates wht*ie, iir all pfcd^abilit \ , im»ne\ -lenders would charge high 
rates, flanks also have to tlepend on compouml interest ; as reserj'oa 
mu.st he li([uid llu\\ cannot afford to litigat4‘ or to have their usset.s 
spread out in long instalmrnt'^. It would he undesirahh* also in nu»Ht 
cases t(» reopeji their ])asi iiansaetioiis tui the ha*'!** o| uhii'ff reserves 
have he«*ii accumulated; exp^uises incuried and dnidends jniid. 1"heie 
i.H a dangler, therefore, that tln' r<‘striet ions which are being placed on 
lending as a result of thi'^ Hill wmild end in restrietimi f>f d(‘p(»Hjts 
and lending business. Now, Sir, it after the greatest amount of 
considejation and deliberation that we have (bM-ided to 4*\elude scheduled 
banks trom the oi»«*ati(ui ot th(‘ Bill. W v could have brought schi-duled 
banks within the jmrview of thy Bill and ^excluded them from those 
items which would interfere witli their business or inuke jirovisions for 
such othey items as applied to scheduled banks. For inslunee. we could 
have made piiivisioii' lor ( omp»»und int^Test oi we nuild have excimled 
the item d(‘aling' with instalmeiit.s. W’i* feel, however, that we woubi 
not be justified in regulating them, unless the banking*' business of 
scheduled baiiks was being carried on in a manner detriment aWo the 
interests of the people and re^juired curtailment and regulation. More- 
over, banking systeins,are complicafeil. It wcmld be imjmssil je witliiii 
the purview of tha^fill dealing with usurious money-lending to Uinke 
provision- for all the various requirements of a complicated Imnking 
system. ‘ We Jiave also examined the position as to whether we should 
not exclude loans giv^i to agriqufturists from this regulation, that* is * 
to say, while excludingi scheduled banks, regulate loans issued by the 
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scheduled banks to agriculturists. In regard to this we feel that the 
scheduled banks do not in any great measure advance loans to agricul- 
turists at usurious rates whatever may have been the nature of their 
transactions before they became scheduled banks. They^ can only 
advance* loans to persons whom they <know well and where the loans 
are not risky. Restrictions in favour of agriculturists mighf result in 
hainperinj? the transactions of these banks, for it is clear that banks 
would not take the risk of advancing money to a person in respect of 
whose status as to whether he is an agriculturist or not, they may have 
‘fven the suspicion of a doubt. Credit facilities are, therefore, likely to 
be considerably curtailed if we include loans to agriculturists. We pro- 
pose, however,,,. to examine this question still further. There are 
scheduled banks* which advaii<‘e loans to agriculturists. It will be our 
endeavour to see that their transactions are conscionable and do not 
oi)erate harslily against the people. If they, as we have good reasons 
to Ixdieve, are fulfilling a want of the people of the Province, we shall 
be glad to exclude them, but if they do not conform to those standards 
of fair dealing to which we believe that the scheduled banks* do conform, 
we shall be reluctantly compelled to take ste})s. 

Honourable members may have seen that there is a reference to 
notified bunks in my amendments. Under a new section ::^A wjiich 1 
have moved, Government may notify certain hanks, and after such noti- 
fict^lion these banks will not be regulated \)y (he variouo provisions of 
the Hill. The |)urj)ose of this amendment i.^ to encourage good banking. 
If banks conform to those standards of rec/itude and propriety, that 
I w’ould bxpect sound money-lending business to couforjn to, and if 
they are useful to the people of the Province, there is no reason why they 
should be culled upon to submit to those restrictions and rules and regu- 
lations which are really meant for uncons<*iomil)le money-lenders and 
there is no reason why they should not be notified and excluded from 
the purview of the Hill. Further the privilege of notification also, we 
hope, will encourage banks to place themselves on ^ sound footing — 
the banks for whom presunfably Dr. Sauyal will make a powerful plea. 


Dr. NALIMAKSHA 8ANYAL: Place the Cabinet on ^a sound 
footing ! 


Th€ Hoil’Wa Mr. A. K., FAZLUL HUQ: The Cabinet is on a sound 
footinii, 

Th. Hon'M. Mr. H. 8. SUHRAWARDY: The pririk^e of noti- 

fication \^ill encourage banks to place themselves ^n a sound footing. 

Pr. NA^lMAKiNA* SANYAL: A good idea! 

«Tiie Hon’lllt Mr. H. I« tUHRAW^ROYs It is not possibk for us 
to exclude all banks ^frorn the purview of the Aill because there are 
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dMiny institutions which masquerade under the name of banks, 
ififttitutions which seem to have found a powerful ex|K>nent in 
Dr. ^anyal, but which are really loan si^cieties which have in the ooursa ^ 
of their dialings operated most harshly against the poor agricnlturiata ' 
anS generally against the poorer section of our people. I would like 
to make if clear that it is not the intention of the (b'vernment to notify 
such institutions. Government reluctantly have taken these powers to 
themselves because they feel that all the hanks should not suffer for 
the misdeeds of some and there ma\ be hanks, which though 
scheduled banks, still deserve consideration and support. •We Impe that 
the amendment which 1 have the honour to move will succeed in securing 
to our people increased credit facilities along regulated qlwinncls through 
banking institutions and at the same time encourage souj^d and honour- 
able banking and provide tMUumercial and industrial facilities to our 
people. 

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: Sir, we have heard with 
careful attention the [)recious tdiscrvations whirh have fallen from the 
lips of the Hon’hle Minister who is in psciido-cliarge of the Bill. We 
do not conceal our disa])j»ointment and supervise at wlint the Hoa’ble 
4be Chief Minister said tliat the (iovernment liave not yet made up* 
their iTiind with regard tip certain provisions of the Bill. Sir, ihat 
can be explained only by the fa<*t that it is not a voluntary Bill on 
the part of the Government although the llou’hle the (diief MiniJfer 
wanted to take pride that the (iovernment t(»ok tlie initiative in the 
Bill. (A VOK'K FROM THE^Cu\i.nioN Benfiiks • The Cong;<-sH Party 
compelled theni!) I am not only taking credit for the Congress Party 
but I am also prepared to give credit to the saner section of the 
Coalition Party which is still less powertul than it ought to he. Sir, 
the Hon’ble the Chief Minister has gyt a ciujvenient . memory, but we 
have not. We all know, Sir, the lust(»ry of this Bill. It has not been 
for* a very short lime before this ILm.se or before the Government. 
You . remember, *Sir, as we do, that * private ineniber’a Bill 
(Dr. Xalinnaksh Saxyai. : Tlfree private members’ Bills). Three 
Bills were the fore-runners of this compelled Government Bill. And 
if I mistake not, series of Bills came into your department from 
various seotion-s of this House, l>ecauw most of us fought our elections, 
among other things,, on the basis of liquidation or scaling down of 
rural indebtedness and just as in the case of the Bengal Tenant Act, 
Government were forced to t^ke up that Bill because there were quito 
a large number of private Sills, similarly in this case also^,^ Dover*)- 
ment were forced t<4 take up a Bill of their own because there were a 
large number of private members’ Bills, and thii Government have not 
yet made up their mind simply because they have no ihdefwndent 
mind* to apply to. Ms, Speakej) ’Git; w«) are^^ftill xttbre Murpriied, . I 
should say, disappoint^, by the attempt, a very plated attempt, now 
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to exclude certain parties from ,the operation of this Bill. Sir, the 
Hon’ble Minister who lias just spoken, I mean the Ho^’ble 
Mr. Sulirawardy, Las read out a* written thesis punctuated bj* his own 
oral stafe'inent in which he has tried to make out a poor show. Sir, 
if these were good arguments for excluding scheduled banks* well, 
I do not know whj^ they should not be equally good for excluding 
other hanks. If the other banks are guilty of certain misconducts 
which necessitate the application of this Bill to those banks and loan 
1 submit, Sir, the arguments and reasons are equally strong 
for inchidiug ^the sclieduled banks whatever the description of those 

Iwinks within the purview of this Act. Sir, we all know how the 

Government is Roving with clay foot. Government cannot make up 
its mind on u(%J(int of certain reasons. There are difficulties within 
the Coalition Party and there are difficulties from the Congress section. 
(Cries of “No, No” from the Coalition Benches.) Well, I am not 
proud of you when you say “no”. 1 would be proud of you if you 

say “yes” because not onl_\ the (hmgress Part\ ])ut also the radical 
elements of the Coalition Party had to fight their elections with a 
promise that “we are out to scale down rural indebtedness.” Of 

course to-day the exigencies of G<jvernment have made the ('oalition 

Party all.\ with the Kunjpean Group and the radical section of the 
Coalition Part\ cannot get (Uit ot that i>res*sure. Btit I hope the time 
will, come when the imue radical section of the CoalitiC)n Party will 
assert themselves and will get out ot thi^ subordination or domination 
of the European (iroup over them. ♦ 


Mr. Si>eaker, Sir, we on our side want to make our position perfectly 
clear. We are bound by the fundamental articles of the Congress 
Constitution to help any measure whieh is calculated to scale down 
the rural ind(*])tediies.s, and fronidhat j>oint of view we have welcomed, 
as far us it is possible for Us to welcome, the different provisions of 
ibis Bill. But to-da> at the o9th minute of the 11th hour a surprise 
has been sprung upon u .. We are told that it is proposed to 

exclude certain dashes of ]»arties, certain banks, on the ground 

that they are scheduled bankH that they are very good batiks, 
that they are composed ot good men who do not know bow 
to commit any offence upon others. Well. 1 can only say that we 
pit,N the Government for tjjis iinaece.s.sary somersault and we also jdty 

the radical memWrs of the Coalition Party who have got to floor 

themselves before Ibis unholy alliance between the Cabinet and tbe 
vested interests to my left. Mr. Speaker. Sir, there may be some 
ju.stification in dividing some classes of transactions. There are 
productive debts and there are unproductive debts. There will be 
some sense in dividing loans into commercial ond non -commercial, 
although personally I am not very su^, even if^ the commercial loans 
are excluded, much ^lepotism and jobbery ^ill not be committed. 
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Apart from that, there is no justification for separating a class from 
a class, because either the scheduled ^banks deal with money-lending 
or they dt^ not. If they do not, they need not bt* afraid of this Bill, § 
Bat if they carry on money-lending business as private persons and 
other loa^ offices do, I submit tBey should be dragged ecjually into the 
operation of this Bill, because they cannot go on merrily with their 
banking IranHactions while other parties will not have the benefit of 
carrying on business in that way. What will be the effect. Sir? If 
the scheduled banks which are, with very few exceptions, locateJKtiW*-' 
Calcutta, are ex( luded, rural capital will try to evade the provisions 
of this Hill and that will have a tendency to flow into Calcutta so that 
the scheduled banks which are invariably capitalistic in their construc- 
tion, will have to further oa{>itali.sm in rural areas, and these scheduled 
l>anks will get fatter and fatter and rural capital will get shy of them. 

If you make a territ4»rial discrimination, f'alcutta will be above the 
purview of this Hill whereas tlu» iiioiiisHil plai*es will be operated upon 
by this HiH. I submit, this is not a fair deal. There may be 
exigencies f(»r the Cabinet, but w»* on this side of the House cannot 
accjui<*,sce in thi*' pnfvision which affects democrae\ in general and 

.which also affects the money-lending transactions (Kit.\n 

S\iiiM Af M'l.vi Sykii Mih^mmai) Akz\l: Hut in tin* Select (hnnmittee 

\ou combined wifh the Europeans) We d(> not know what 

happpened in^the Select Committee. Mr. Afxal may be the ke^)er 
of conscience of the Coalition Party, but I would ask him to take 
greater care of his edhscienee, and by laying bi.s Jiand on 
his heart t(t confess to himself that th<*y eonhl not get out 
of the subordination which is being exerted and exercised 
u})on liis party by the European group. Whatever my friend 
Mr, Affcal, whatever the apoh»gist Minister Mr. Suhraward> and 
whatever the Chief Minister might say people outside will understand, 
and it*will be writ large on the wall that the Coalition I’arty at long 
last [lad to surreffiler themselves to the Eiy*opeari party only to keep 
alive the poor souls of the Miiiwlers. 


Mr. Sjieaker, Sir, having regard tf> the question of the notified 
banks, 1 view^with unmixed horror that this is a case of nepoti.sm and 
corruption. If the disiTetfon of notification is vested in the Govern- 
ment arid it tlic House is not consulted an<J if rules are not framed, 

I submit that Ministerial corruption which is not very rare^i this 
Province w'ill go up by leap^ and Imunds. So, 1 submit on the short 
point as to whether ^Jie scheduled banks should he excludetk or not, 
that I on behalf o/«our party enter our emphatic protest against that 
We do not want any departure from uniformity in tlv* appycabilit.!^ of 
the law* in tlys Province. We know thAt money-lenders, in whatever 
shape or form they ciyue, have ^o^ to be braked ; some check has got * 
to be applied on them,^and from that point of vfew we are not going 
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ta be the respecter of any persons or parties. If we have no mercy 
for these individual money-lenders, probably most of whom will be 
crushed; still we have f^ot to loot after them, because as we ^re pledg- 
ed upon* scaling down the debts even from private money-lenders with 
their limited capacities, why should wd* have softness for thpse banks 
who have a greater sustaining power? Let us have a uniform law 
and a uniform mind, I do not want to make any academic observa- 
tion on tlie Bill, hut I appeal to iny friends of the Coalition Party 
they probably are not lost to tbemselves and we are still looking 
up to them *^for redeeming their conscience. Let not the future 
historian of Bengal sav that the members of the Coalition Party 
belonging to the rank and tile of the society, who eame here by the 
Hutlfruge of the starving millions of peasants, at least could not keep 
themselves in a balanced state but surrendered themselves to the 
Europeans and other vested interests only for the temporary exigency 
of maintaining a Ministry w'hich, if it cannot stand upon its merits, 
ought to go automatically. 


The flniise w’as then adjourned for 20 minutes.

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNOU: Mr Speaker, Sir. I rise lo 
oppose the amendment moved by the Hon'hle Mr. H. S. Suhrawardy. 
I must s^v that this Pill if passed with the amendments just moved 
by the Ilon'hle Minister is sure to attain notoriety lor its (^ne^ideness, 
for its ununiformity of nature and for its arbitrarine.ss. The Hon’hle 
Minist(‘r was telling us about other small hanks. 

While speaking about the snmll hanks in the mufa.'isal, the Hon hlo 
Minister descril>ed them as mere l(»an offices. If these hanks at any tiine 
intenil to do real hanking business, then by this amendment they will 
be prohibited from doing that for ever. 

Then, Sir, the.se small hunks may combine together and form into a 
scheduled hank all at once for safeguarding their own interests and for 
I lie safety of their transactions, and thus they may maka an attempt 
to get themselves <mt of the purview of this measure. (The Hon’ble 
Mr. H. S. St Htt.wvAKDY : '. They will not come under the operation of 
this BW.) But there provision for theii^Wing roped in,^ud I see no 
reason for refusing those fmnks the statur of notified fmnks hereafter, 
ill this c(^Puexion, Sir. we have got to con.sider th? effect of this amend- 
ineut on these honks. What will he the effect ? The effect will he that 
the .already flried-np credit of the Province w ould be still more dried up, 
and the miseriee of, the raufaksalites will know nb bounds. This, in 
* bid^f, will be the dreadful effect on the mufasi^alites, if this amend- 
ment is accepted. ^ 
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Then. Sir, private bankers may be tempted to deal with scheduletf 
bank^ po, this is the effect of unuiiifoam lejfislation which we should 
very sternly oppose and which we should refuse to pass. • 

• 

When we first came across tlfe original Bill, Sir, we were satisfied 
that (jovernment were introducinf? a piece of le^:isIation. which if 
carried into law, would he of real benefit to uH concerned, but it is a 
mystery, Sir, that after a few numths — or a few weeks rather — (joveni- 
inent have learnt a pood lesson from certain (juarters, but they 
not been able to ^atistv us with pood reasons about tlie importance of 
tiiis amendment and the data which have im|>elled them to pul it for- 
ward. The arptimenls that the\ liave ailvanctMl in tliis House are 
without an\ foundation and basis whatsoever. Are we to take it that 
tTOvenmient do not care for the majt)rit\ of persons who live in the 
mufas.salJ^ If wp support thi*. amendment, it will only, mean that we 
do not feel for their wants and necessities. 

The HoirTle Minister has t(dd us about some <’ontrol that Govern- 
ment will have on ilii** rates of interest, money-lendinp business, and 
other (hinps so far as the scherluled banks are concerned, but we all 
know, J^^ir. that (lieie is no such provision in tlie law. That shows that 
we in the. lepislaluie^ shall li^ve no control at all. in effect - the control 
that we shall liit^i* will be nothinp more or nothing less than the control 
tliat we now have, viz , that theie will he the usual corruption and that 
those banks which will be akie to satisfy tlie conti^illinp otiicer-j^by some 
means or othe*will be able to <*arrv on their business as usual and con- 
tinue their usual firaiuices and wc will have no contnd over them. This 
means that (lie\ will continue the evil practices that are poinp on now, 
and those banks which will not be able to re<‘eive favours from the 
coiitrcdlinp officers will ha^e to close ffown their businesses. In this 
way^ from every point of view that we mu\ look at this amendment we 
find that nothinp |r<»^>d will come out of Ibis amendment. Only the 
bardslnp which the apiicnlturists Jivinp in the mufassal are experienc- 
iiip at jiresent will Ik* enhanced.

Mtulvi ABU H088AIM 8ARKAR; Mr. Speaker. Sir, I rise to 
oppo.se all the three ainemlmenls moved by the llon'bh* Mr. Subrawardy. 

I w'omler, Kir, w hy and bof^ these amendments were brought the 
Hon’ble Minister. This piece f>f legislation was not brought before the^ 
Legislature as a hasty ]ieve of work. So far us I rememlmr, at ftie very 
first sitting of the Al^emldy in HldT, three private JRIls sponsored by ffiy 
friends Mr Ahmad Hossain, Mr. Rajibuddin Tarafdar and Mr. Abdtjl 
Hakiift were seat to the Select Comiiiittee. * That Select Committee made 
deliberations in the cooBheigkfs of Darjeeling and they came to certaifi 
conclusions. The Hon^VAe Minister, the sponsty* ot this then gave 
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U8 ao assurance that Government Jeg-islation was coming up shortly, and 
so the report of that Select ( ommittee was not taken into consideration. 
Subsecfuently, the Bill came, and it was sent to the Select Committee. 
It was thrashed again and again and then after mature deliberation *the 
report of the Select Goramittee was placed before the Assembly. At that 
time, Sir, . 

SPEAKER: I should just like to give you a little hint that we 
are not, discussing anything except whether scheduled banks should come 
in, in the scope of the Bill — nothing further. I am afraid that you are 
extending your point.s too much. I can allow you only to make a casual 
reference to oilier matters, but the background should not be such as to 
overshadow tiie foreground.

Maulvi ABU H088AIN BAflKAR: Sir, I shall read out what the 
Hon’ble the Chief Minister speaking on the floor of the House said on 
ihe 4th of April lust. I am quoting this from the ^Proceedings of* the 
Legislative Assembly. The Hon'ble the Chief Minister said: “On 
behalf of the European Group, ray friend Mr. Wordsworth the other day 
and to-night Mr. Whitehead have remarked that Government should give 
a short of as.surance that the point of view of the European Group as 
leflected in the various amendments suggested to the Bill would receive 
due and adequate consideration. Most certainl)", these points of view 
will <3 considered.” At that time. Sir. I concluded—at least I 
surmised—what shape the Bill would take. On that occasion, a hint 
was given that anything wanted by the Europeans or the vested interests 
in Bengal would be granted and that the Bill frould take a particular 
ahape. This shape ia how taking its course with the result that we get 
alf these aiheudmeuts moved by the Hon’ble Mr. Suhrawardy.

At this stage, Sir, may I ask the (^binet members, under what priu- 
ciple this BilUs now Wing sponsored in the Assembly ? When the report 
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irf the Select ^'ommittee was presented, I understood that the Bill would 
he run on two principles — one was to cat down the debt of the agriouV 
« tulists and other people who were groaning under chronic debt and at 
the same ^me provision would be made to bring down or minimise the ^ 
anipunt of unearned income derived from money-lending business* so that 
ihe capitaj of the country may flcan- for the development of commerce and 
industry. Rut now we find that both these principles are being 
disregarded and abandoned. By amendment after amendment . the 
Hon’ble Mr. Suhrnwardy is trying to exclude one institution or the other, 

one person or the other from the operation of the Bill

Mr. SPEAKER: This i*. wholly irrelevant, hbr the time Wing, 
Mr. Suhrawardy's other aniendinents are not relevant. I have been 
waiting for five minutes to see if you are i'oniing to the point at issue, 
but up till n<»w. you have not. It is ns«» discus.sing general matters. 
Just come to the point. 

Mr. ABU H08SAIN BARKER: All right, Sir. By these three 
amendments, tlie Hon’ble Mr. Snhrawardy is trying to exclude banks 
of two kinds, niimel.\> scbednfed batiks ami the banks which Govern- 
^nient will be able to notify subseipientlv . and he is trying to get power 
for th^ (jovernment to exclude .some banks from (he operation of this 
Bill when it will be jiassedjnto an Act. At this stage, it is relevant 
to ask, for wlami this Bill i.s Wing sjionsored. Scheduled bunks j^dll 
have transactions witlj large banks and person.s w'ho will transact large 
liioney businesses and at the same time who wilj have, also some trun- 
nactioris w itli^igriculturists. I do not know how many of theTn w'ill fall 
within the ambit of this Act and how inun.v of them will be excluded by 
the Government. Very recently, the Companies Act was amended and 
b\ section 277 (/i. the definition has been made so wide that it w’ill 
include bunks and all loan otfices witWii (he categorv of banking com- 
panies. The definition su.vs — ‘‘A bunking company means a company 
which carrie.s on eis its principal business the accepting of ileposils of 
mone.v on current account or othe^rwise subje^M to withdrawal by cheque, 
draft or order. ’ All the loan offices in Bengal do this business and all 
the baiik^ and other coiirerns having rnoiiey-lemling business do come 
within the dgfinition ol banking compan.v. Therefore the loan officen 
and the existing banks — any of them can be fleclared by Government to 
be notified. If subsequently other institutions, for example, (be t'o- 
operative Banks and other banks are excluded and if other cltA^es are 
passed by which persfiiis, wh^ will get awards from the Bengal Agricul- 
tural Debtors Act, ai^ excluded, I submit, there will not boia single 
person in Bengal ie whom this Act will apply. Most of the agricul- 
turists will take advantage of the Bengal Agncul/ural Debtors’ Act. 
They, will get their*awards. Then agaib, 2o pet cent, of \he agricul- 
tural population are fow connoted ^ith the co-operative movenievt. • 
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i^The banking inHtitutions and money-lending businesses ^ay also be 
excluded from the operation of ^his Bill. Thus it will be very difficult 
to find out any person or institution that will come within the jurisdic- 
tion of this Act. Then there arJ other amendments which wjjl be moved

H0S8AIN SARKERs 1 anticipate that. Then there are 
Vnun’ umendiiieiits by which agriculturist.s, rati/afs and under-n//yot.< 
will he considered to be controlled by this Act.

The 
other dan^?er is that by including? the Indian Banks in tlie iTperation 
of the present Bill and h> excluding the^ scheduled hunks from its 
operation, all capitakwull flow' from the indigenous hanks tit the scbe- 
duletl banks whieh are all managed by the Europeans. Outsidj the 
European-managed bankvS there are only six scheduled banjks wbicb are 
inai|aged b>fc Indiabs. If the scheduled banks are e.xcluded from the 
imrview of the present legislatipn, tbi position will be this: the Iiidian* 
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baitk(«, indigenous banks and other credit societies will loee their com- 
mand over credit, over supplies and over capital once for ail. The 
capital will flow and accumulate^under the iegis of the scheduled bank.s 
and will he controlled by the European merchants and theij protegis. 
I fheretore Hubmit that this amendment ought not to be accept «rd. 
Bring all these banks under the same category. If you want \o exclude 
the scheduled banks, exclude all other banks including loan offices and 
)ther credit societies. Why this discriminatory legislation, we do not 
enow. There is a very great danger of which mention has been made 
J^/revious speakers. 1, therefore, oppose the amendment.

“That no bank shall be so decla?ed to be a notified bank unless it 
coinjilies with su<‘h conditions as the Provincial Goveininent 
may, with the api)r«»val of the Provincial Legislature, pres- 
cribe by rules made under this Act and not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Act.” 

Sir, I would like to jioint out that yesterday when I .pioved the 
amendment I made if clear to the House that Govemirffent was most 
reluctant to assume the powers hy notification, but there was no alter- 
native before us. Gn tb\ one side we were exempting the scheduled 
banks, of couiwe with this provi.so that we propose to consider the mat- 
ter further and if there were any banks that were not dealing consi- 
derately'^ with the people to fake steps. On the other side we were 
including all other kinds of banks within the ptirview of the Bill. 
Now, some, of these hanks may deserve our consideration. They may he 
indiistrial banks or (‘ommendal banks; they may give lot»ns to agricul- 
inrists at a low rate of intersfttt, and^ they majl be fulfilling the very 
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IMJOeBsary requirements of the a^rirulturists. Moreover, if we iiiclu<^ 
iJi ‘bftiiks, we shall be hampering^ the g^rowth of decent banka 
it is becaase we want to eiicoiirag'e the gfruwth of decent banks 
and of stable banks, we see no other alternative than to retain pdWera for 
Government to notify such ha tiles as inuy Ik» considered to W decent 
banks. 


Sir, yesterday I sufiT^rtisted the new clause with the greatest amount 
of reluctance because it gave powtrs which G(»vernment did n6t like 
to possess, and I am glad to find a way out of it. Wc p^>fM)Sc frum'Hrg 
rules which will not Ite inconsintcnl with the provisions of this Act.; 
the rules will he placed before the liegislature and they will lay down 
the various criteria before the banks are duly notified. Therefore, the 
Legislature will have ample opportunities to comment upon the rules 
which must be complied with by a bank before it becomes a notified 
bank. We may also take suih expert advice as we think may be 
necessary, but it is clear that (xovernment in the last resort must be the 
final arhitewus to whether a Iwnk should Ik* notified or not. 1 may state 
also that when Government trikes the power of notification, Govern- 
ment has the jxiwer of cancelling the notification as well. Therefore, 
-•any bank wdiich Government chooses to notify — hecause it has been

Sir, my purpose has been to some extent met because, instead of 
having a wide disc^retioii left to the Government. Government have 
agreed to frame certain rules and have those rules approved by tin* 
Legislature, anil yet I feel that there is a necessitv of eonsulting an 
expert IkuIv like the Reserve Bank of India in this connection, btsause 
we bn the Legislature, in .spite of the wisdom that we have, are not 
always teehnically conversant with matters relating to tra^e, eommeice, 
business a^ul eredit. And as you are aware‘. Sir, even in a most 
democratic country like (ireat Britain, in matteis financial, they have 
not ordinarily tried to interfere with the working of the Bank ot 
England and with the Pity Banks in London — the big five hanking 
coml»ines in (treat Biitain, because they have always found that in 
financial mutters a ileniocratically-ionstitnted Legislature cannot 
always express judgment on scientific lines. (Jonsequently, although 
I do appreciate the change inserted hv the Jlon’hle *Mr. Suhrawardy, 
I feel that unless there is an assurance coming forth from him that 
an expert body like the Reserve Bank of India will be consulted, theie 
wdll he no substantial improvement in this connection.

for notification, GoveSminent shall 4utomaticall(7 notify the same. 
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Tkey should not wait to see it they aro havittir their party support or* 
soiue other weighty reasons in support as sometiines we had (Govern- 
ment taking such mutters into consideration ; these weighty treasons 
may not either stand in the way or facilitate the notifit ation ,5f any 
particular bank or banks. 1 do ^lot want, Sii, to cast any iieflection 
on the Government as a wlmle or on any individual Minister of the

It is 
quite possible that if wc do not havt‘ an expeit body or expert opinion 
to fall back upon, then ceitain s<upporters ot Govcrtinuoit who may

Mauivi AllDUL BARI: Mr. Speaker, Sir, yesterday some inerat)er8 
of the Opposition, while speaking on the provisions of this Bill, parti- 
cularly with rei‘eren<‘e to the inclusion or exclusion of the scheduled 
banks, tilted a cheap gibe at the members of the Coalition Paity

Mr. SPEAKER: I hope. Mr. Abdul Bari, that you /ill not refer 
to what happened yesternight but I'onfinc yourself to the amendment 
before the House. 


Mauivi ABDUL BARI: Sir, I was only referring to it in juHtifi<*a- 
tiou (Mauivi Am: H(kssain SaHkf.h : You are only throwing mud!) 
of the exclusion of scheduled banks. That was the reusem, Sir, why 
I was referring to it in justification as to why the scheduled banks have 
l)een exiduded from ^lie operation of this Bill. The mud that was 
thrown yesterday was absolutely unfounded and unjust and has got 
no beaHng at all on the facts of the ca.se that have been presented beft)re 
the H ouse. (Mauivi Anr Ho.'iSViN Sarkkk : Kven the Devil can (|Uote 
ftcriptures !) 

Sir, the iin*ml>ers who spoke againsi (Government thought that by 
intending to exclude the scheduled banks from tlie^ scope of this Bill 
(b)vprnment dicLnot reall\ want to do some good to the people of this 
country. They forgot at the same time that it is not simply hy 
improving the lot of the agriculturists hy agricultural loan, etc., that 
the country may advance along the path of progress. Th^y forgot that 
the country lives not merely hv agriculture alone but by industry as 
well. Sir, the members of the ('oalition Party have got a unique 
responsibility to the country as a whole. For they are on the side of 
the Government, and it is the Governmept that carries on the adminis- 
tration nud is responsible /or the progress of ,the country. (Srijut 
N.vjiENnRA Nath Das Gvpta: Not so.^ Sir, I remember a very 
repiarkable passage in the lines of Shelly where he said that* legislators 
and poets are born while critics are made. It is for us )egislatoi:B who 
« legislating, because legislation comes from u% that we are to produce 
eomething which wiU go to benefi| the whole countiy. And it is for 
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Ifresponsibl^ critics to criticise the legislation that might be made 
those who are on the side of (ioveniment and who are making legisla- 
tion. 


Now, Sir, of course, a party has got to be judged — a ma^has got 
to be judged — by its or his owns actions, uml it does not stni^ in m^d 
of any certificate from those who think otherwise — not ^et*ause they 
think it to lie so, but because they feel that it is tlieir duty to criticise 
those who Ixdong to the party of Government or are siding with the 
Ministry. I must jHiint out. Sir, that in this legisluti(»n of exelihliug 
or not exeluding the scheduled hunks we ha\e not beeit* iiiflueneed at 
ail by the members of the (’abinet. We luive not iieen influenced at 
all by the Eurojiean (iiouj), but we have looked to tin* best interests 
of the country as a whole (cries of "HiMir, hear” fi*om the (^mgress 
lienclies) heeause.

Sir, that it is 
a mutter ot the ^uddest experience toi all <»t u*» that at jiresent agricuU 
tuie dye^ not pa\ in ilettgal, because eithet by diought or b> fl(M)d or 
l)y exces.sive tain I He crops pf the ])eoph* ate destroyed <*verv year, anti 
unless they aii^given soine sort of living, it is impossihle that the people 
ot llengal wiW he able to live a day longtM . 


It is for this reason thHt we must make soiHe rules, make some 
pnivisHUis In* which the industrial cofu*ern.s of the e(»untiy may rise 
and grow. Now, Sir, .ho far as the scheduled banks are concerned, 
do tJicy, leully speaking, affect the rural pf»pu]5ition of HengulJ^ 
Have the runul futpulatiou of Bengal ^»ny eoncetn with the scheduled 
banksP The scheduled banks mo^»t]y exist in tlie metrojsilis of (’uleutta 
uiij tirey carry on their busiiiesH with (hose firms, associations, banks 
and other forei countiies which deal pn commerct*, trade and 
other things. Their c<»nc<*rn an<btht*ir dealing is not ifi any wny wdth 
individuals, particulail> individuals living in the mufasHil ; the 
individuals for whoHi we {)lead to-day are those who have gf>t (heir <lireet 
concern with*loeal mahajiin'>_^ local fianks and the loan offici's. The 
l(K‘al bank.s and the loan offices also touch them v(*ry little, hut it is 
those extorting uuiliajaiiti who really depend^for their living oi^money- 
lending absolutely, not .so nmcli as coinmenial busim'Hs but as 
busineHs just ws agriculture Is the business of our agricjilturistg. 
Therefore, I .submit that by excluding sc’h^duled banks we have done 
a thing which will Veally go to the credit and llenefit of the country. 
Now, )iere I might point out another tljing. The positioi# has Keen 
well 4 iaved by* the amendment of tbe l^rrhle Mr. Suhrawardy, heoatjaa 
he said that only ^hose baAca wffk*lv^ are scheduled banka by 
8 . 
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t^ie first of January, 1939, wRl be excluded and not ithers^ and, 
therefore, any apprehension that other banks may as well be excluded 
^ or included in the scheduled bants does not arise and this apprehension 
should ^not worry us in the least. If the amendment of the Hon'ble 
Mr. SuhJ|awardy had not been there, ^ there might have been some 
cause for unrest in our minds but by that shrewd amendment "of shrewd 
Mr. Suhrawardy, he has saved the situation. Therefore, that does not 
arise at all. 

-^I’hen, so far as the notified banks are concerned, just to-day an 
amendment has been moved by him which must be said to he salutar)^ 
in the sense that he has taken this Assembly into his confidence, because 
tile [lower ultimately rests with this Asseinhly and the rules that will 
be framed will he framed not by the Government alone but by the 
representatives of the people who will he in a position to say and 
judge that these are the things which have got to he satisfied before 
a hank is declared to have its name notified as a notified hank.

Mauivi ABU H088AIN 8ARKAR: ^ What was your attitude in 
the Select Committee? 

^ Mauivi ABDUL BARI: T may explain that this problem is so 
very difficult that I confess freely, and to Mr. Sarkar, 1 also say 
that he did not understand the thing any way better, than myself. 
The ([Uesti'in of hanking is so very complicated that T am not ashamed 
to admit that I did not umlerstand the mattt r (juite we iC hut as a 
layman at that time I was very much in doulit whether the hanks or 
the scheduled hanks should be included or excluded. In this connec- 
tion, I would ref(*r my friend, Mr. Sarkar, to my note of dissent 
in the Selei^t (Committee where I have «ud that co-operative sm’ieties 
and banks should be excluded. I myself wa.s in doubt whether it 
will l)e to the interest of the agriculturists and the nfiddle class people 
as W'cU. Here 1 Vould reijuest my fricmls to take nute of the fact that 
W'e are not here only to l(M)k after the interests of the agri- ^ 
culturists but of the middle classes as well, because I feel that the 
middle class**s are really the backlwne of the society. It is to them 
that w^e look for advaiu'ement in education, advancement in social 
legislation and advancem(*ht in trade and commerce. Practically it is 
the middle class people that have made Bengal what It is to-day. 
Therefore, you ('annot ignore the claims and position of those middle 
claaa ])eople for whom alsb a legislation is waifted because we know, 
an<f everyone of you know, that so far as the middle* class pe<)ple living 
in the mufassil area are (‘oncei^ned, every^one of thgni is involved in 
debt up to the shoulder. It is for you to bring thto out of the 
•lump of debt in wh^h thev. invofved. Therefore, it is necessary 
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i» look to the^n as well. Now if you Jook to the question of thoscF 
middle class people, you are to see whether it uflPe<‘ts them so for us 
the notifiet^ bunks are concerned. Nov^, by thest* notified banks, it 
cannot be said that all the banks that exist and operate in the j^ufussil 
area to-day will be excluded* from the operation of tjfis Act. 
Now% whdn rules will l>e framed, and the lramiuf( of rules lie 
entirely in our hands, we nni make them so striujfent that the worst 
banks, the banks whicli are really loan oflices, the banks which 
are demandiuji; exorbitant rates, the banks which are really oppreslivo 
to the iK^ople of muiassil when realising their dues froifl them, will 
not Ih* excluded from tin* o]»ciation this Act. rhcrctorc, by tho 

amendment that has been moved to-da\ , 1 think any appndicnsion tiiiit 
mi^rht arise in the miml of any one c»f the members should vanish 
altogether. 

There is another ([Uestion — whether by excluding all the banks of 
whatever <lescription they may be, \ou will devtdop banking in tho 
whole count rt, whether ,\ou realise it to be a necessity that banking 
should (ontinuc or thak lainkiuf? should be demolished alt»»gcthcr Inmi 
Bengal. Now, it is an admitted fact that without banking no 
**country on the fa(*e of the earth can prosper. 1'hcrctorc, if you 
legislate in u manner which will have the cftc<-t of diiving out hanking 
from the fac^ of this l^rovime, reall\ witln)Ut serving 4lio 

country, you jiU do a real disservice to the whole count ry - tlicrc* is 
no douht about it.

Mauivi ABU H088AIN 8ARKAR; Mr. Speaker, Sir, last night 
I have made the position of my party absolutely clear. We are not 
in favour of excluding either the scheduled banks or the notified 
banks. To-night the Hon’ble Mr. Subrawardy brings in an amend- 
ment saying that the Iwnks will be notified according to some rules 
which will be approved by this Legislature. I submit this does not 
iraporve matters. The original amendment moved by Mr. Suhra- 
wardy gave (Government absolute power to, notify some liianks. 
Here we make provision to approve of some rules which will be drafted 
by (Government and after that this Legi.slature will have no 
hand. Government or the Hon’ble Ministers can bring in any bank 
the;* like or compel any bank to conform to the rules which we shall 
apju'ove. It is argued by my friend Mr. Sasanka Sekhar Sanyal that 
if (Government are alhwed to notify banks,, bribery and corruption 
which is fife in the country will creep in in the Ministry. I suppose 
and I assert it too that mere a])proving of .some rules or framing of 
ftome rules by the Legislature will not stop corruj)tion, if anybody 
would like to be corrupted. It is already in the air that the banks 
which are exjiected to W notifieil are on the move. It is al.so reported 
that tliey are pna uring subscription to get their desired end. Therefore 
I submit that mere a])proving of rules will not atop corruption or 
bribeiy. So, ajj far as ]»racticable we should try to force our point 
in this l/egislature. By getting .some rules approved Government may 
hoodwink the people or Government may get their desired end by the 
back-door. By approving the rules we shall only sanction corruption 
and nothing else. 

Therefore. I submit, Ct is desirabh^ that we must disapprove the 
policy of Government in excluding scheduled as well as notified banks. 
It is our explicit desire that all kinds of banks including the scheduled 
and notified banks must be brought within the jurisdiction of this 
legiv^lation. It is a matter. Sir, w'hich has to be considered very 
eeitously. <I understand that Mr. Ab<lul Bari tnok a very strong 
position against excluding the .<|che(?uled and notified banlts previously. 
Now he. has changed, his ji^sirffSh and^the attitude which he has taken 
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js^y unpli^s that the Hon’bk Mr. Suhrawardy ia not only a Ministef 
but also has become the keeper of the conscience of the members 
of the Coalition, Party. •

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io that th^.v may approach the Cabinet accordinpr to the nftes which we 
are likely to be framed in order to be notified. If in this way one bank 
or the other in notified, there \^ill W no end to it and 1 t^ink most 
of the banks will get the privileges which are being proposed by the 
Hon’hle^Mr. Suhrawardy. Therefore, Sir, I submit before we allow 
either thVoriginal amendment or the amendment, which th% Hon’ble 
Air. SuhrawK^rdy has proposed now to })e carried, we have to consider 
the thing very seriously. I want to bring it to the notice of the 
Honie that whatever he says or whatever Air. Bari says is only to 
hoodwink the House in order to get the desired end. Therefore I 
submit that the original amendment and the subsequent amendment 
of the Hon’ble Mr. Suhrawardy must be rejecte«l by the House in order 
to make the country prosperous. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA MATH DATTA: Mr Speaker, Sir, I have heard 
with attention the s])cecli delivered by m\ friend Maulvi Abdul Bari. 
It seems to me that he i> now anxious tor the industrial <levelopment of 
the country. 1 do not know. Sir, M’hen thi>> good Ncnse has dawned 
on him. He sa\s, Sir, that tor the economic salvation ot the country, 
not only agricultural imiu’ovenuMit is m*cessaiy hut alsf> industrial 
development is neccssaiy . That, Sir, is a ])roposii i(ui with which I 
agree. But he has not told us how. by the inlrod>uction of this piece 
of legislation which 1 consider to l)e a useful piece of legislation, the 
industries of the countr\ will sutler. He tells us that, the scheduled 
banks have nothing to do with the rural ])<q)ulat ion. He is probabl\ 
ignorant vH’ the fact that in the mufassjil disiricis there are man,\ 
scheduled banks and those scheduled banks in the mufassal districts 
also carry on ordinary money-lending hiisimss, theic is absidutely no 
reason wh> a ^nu’son who borr<)Ws fn»m a scheduled hank should not 
get reli(‘f in the shape ot s<‘alii.g down liis de])t while a person who 
borrow's from a private money-lender gets such a relief. I have got 
sfune experieiu'e of sclieduled banks, and 1 km»w from wy own e.xperience 
in my distri«’t that in thf rural areas there are a large number of 
debtors who are indebted not only to the private mone\ -lenders, hanks 
and loan companies hut also to the scheduled hanks. 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. SUHRAWARDY: (iet your imrty to sup- 
port you. 

Or. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Yes, bis party does stand behind 
him as e/ery party does. • 

Mr. DH»*RENDRA NATH DATTA: There are many private debtors 
who are groaning and crying for j-elief. It i§ necessary that their 
should he scaled down, •^'ihe position of the agriculturist is that 
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kia'^ebt has f»een scaled down by Ihe introduction «ff the Afrriculturist 
Debtors Act. There is no reason why the <lebts of the ordinary petty 
trader and^the nuddle-class people sho#ld not be scaled down. We on 
this .side of Ae House are committed to the election pledp'e.^I shall 
place before you what the election pledffe of the Congress iM. “The 
question (tf indebtedness requires urgent consideration amlJne formu- 
lation of a scheme including the declaration of a moratoriunf^nd enquiry 
into the scaling flown of debts and the provision of cheap credit facili- 
ties by the State. The relief should extend to the agricultural tenAnta, 
pea.sant proprietors, small laiiflhohlers anti petty traders. So what is 
nece.ssary is this. The Hill has tor its objefds two things. It has got 
provision to give relief to imlebteflness in the shai>e <if scaling down 
ot debts and this Bill will also control the future money-lending. So- 
far as the scaling d^^Wll f>i debts is concerned. 1 have already told you 
there is absolutely no reason win borrowers inun a private money- 
lender sliouM get relief wliereas a borrower from u .sclieduled bunk or a 
notified bank should not get relief. 

I do not kfH)w what tliose ?H>tifie<l banks will Ik*. 1 ilo not find any 
reason ff)r making a dTstinction Is'tween a scheduled bank am! a not ifierf 
bjink. It is said in the amendment movefi by the Hoirbla 
Mr. Sii4iraward\ that the schfnlnlefl hanks whicli w'ere in <‘\isien(‘e on 
the 1st Vif Januar>? Iftdl). •vill not come within the ])nrview of thi» 
Bill, but schedtiled banks w liudi ha\e (‘ome into existence subsefiueillly, 
even though tHey have l>een started for the purpose of industrial fleve- 
lofiment of tlie conntr>. hflve not been e\cluile4. There is^mi reason 
whv this disfinction shfuihl U* made. The reason is obvious. I have 
some krifiwletlge about (lie formation of sidieduled banks — they can he 
formed by tiie amalgamation <d smaller banks or Imui companies an 
has been tlie case with certain scheduled banks. As a matter of fact, 
those scheduled )»anks ina> also Te amalgamated with other loan 
companies so tliat the capital money, the share nifme.N and the reserve 
fund. of tliose loa% connainies will be mert^Mj in nrfler to make them 
into those scbedubMl flunks, (A* voice from the Coalition Groitpi 
That is wh\ we flo not want to exclmle them, i Bui that is why there 
is absolutelN no reuson t<»r not giving relief to a large tnimber o(» 
ordinary debfoi.s who have taken loans from the scheduled banks. ! am 
fully aware that if you desire indu.strial development of the country, 
ami for that purpose you (an ex(‘liide one cWss of loan, viz., Uie (mm- 
riiercial loan* But there is no reason why i class of ordinary creditors 
.should be excluded. If commercial loan is excluded, I think the 
industrial developmenf of the country will imt suffer. 

Then, Sir, as in the case of an ordinary indfridual, if the payment 
of a loan is stopped, the credit i.s lost. J^o in the case of li bank 
theVt^dit is lost whei^paynient i^ alopjg(i. What is to be done in that 
case? We shall have to create a situatmimp tha^ payment may f>egixi^ 
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^fnd that can be dohe if the debts can be scaled down to b8 paid in easy 
instalments. If payment begins, credit will flow and not suffer. I 
fail to understand, however, and> my friend Mr. Sasanha Sek^ar Sanyal 
has told the House that it js impossible to believe, that iS the so-called 
industrial development of the country, the scheduled banks have been 
excluded ^»^rom the operation of this Bill, But that is ncTt the real 
reason, Sirf^the real reason is clear and obvious. There has been a 
pressure upon tlie Government from persons in authority, from the 
vestf^d interests in> the country. When there is an encroachment upon 
the vested interests and when pressure comes from them and also from 
those upon whose support the Ministry exists — I mean the European 
Group — Government cannot resist that pressure. That is the reason 
why iht scheduled banks have l>een excluded. But let Government say 
in plain words that they could not but submit to the pressure of the 
European Group and that is why the scheduled banks have been ex- 
cluded. If they had said so plainly, we could have understood that. 


Sir, when the Bill came out of the Select Committee, there was no 
proposal for the exclusion of scheduled banks, notified banks, co-opera- 
tive credit societies, etc., and we entertained hojles that good sense did 
at last dawn upon the (Government. But what do we find now? All 
these banks and credit societies have been excluded. Sir, I must give a 
note of warning to Government if they n'ean to exclude co-operative 
creuit societies. The (^o-operative Departnient is an engine of oppres- 
sion upon the rural population, and if these societies are excluded no 
relief w'oi^ld be given ,*o the poor agriculturists in the shape of scaling 
dowm of debts. 1 submit. Sir, that all the credit institutions, banks, 
loan companies, co-operative societies, insurance companies should be 
intduded within the purview of this Bill and only commercial loans 
ahould be excluded, if this is considered necessary for the industrial 
development of the country. 


Babll K8HETRA NATH SiNCHA; Sir, it is 1115^ bounden duty to 
speak something for the information of the House. I w^as a member of 
the Select (Committee and from the very beginning . 

Mr. SPEAKER: Order, order. I hope you are not disclosing the 
secrets of the Seleet Committee. 

Babll K8HETRA NATH SINCHA: No, Sir. It was my intention 
least make a compromise* with the Europeans and with Mr. Ehaitan 
alao. Sir, in my note of dissent it will he seen tnat I was in favour of 
axclndiug all commercffil transactions in order to help the industrialisa- 
tiofl ot Ihe^ country, but unfortunately we could not carry on and we 
were given to understand by the Fon’ble Minister in charge ef the 
Bill, although the Bi,l| appe''rl*to have changed hands and the Hon*ble 
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Niwab Sahi# is not there. (A voice fjiom the Ebishak Pboja Pabty4 
He is there.) Sir, in the Select Committee incidentally the Nawah 
SAhib ask^d jsrhether our Scheduled (Tastes party would assist him in 
getting the Bill passed. I gave him iny assurance that my yrty was 
quite willing to support every chiuse of the Bill as it then smd. But 
now at th*e eleventh hour (toverniiient is taking the credit^^for making 
a compromise, hut I submit. Sir, that that (*redit shoultl^ave gone to 
the Select Committee. It is most unfortunate that at the last nnpient 
we are lH*ing blamed in the country ami we are heint hlumeil luTe'als(» 
that we do not want what is ncee.ssarv for the good of the . Why 

has t^is Bill been modified)^ 1 should like to remind Mr. Khaitau, 
though he is not present here to-dji>, that this Bill has not turned out 
to be a ferocious tiger, it has not even turned out to be a tamer horse 
but it has turned out to be a lamb. It that is the attitude of the 
(jovernnient, (lovernment is doing '^innelhing quite (M)ntrary to (heir 
original intention. It was at the iiistunee of tlu' ('oalition Party that 
the Bill was mooted and dealt with in the Select Committee. But the 
Bill, as it emerged from the Sidet t Coinmitie<\ is going to l»e substan- 
tially ni<Hlifit‘d by (ioternmenr In view (d that, Sir. 1 ask my (^)ali- 
tion l*art\ friends not to rtder an\ mtuisure t«» an> Seleet ('ommittee in 
future .but to arrange tor a (’oalition Party ('ommittet' and deal w ith 
the inea^^ure there ftnd thei^ bring it hen* tor sanction. We are not 
going to be hlltiued by tlie people for changing the provisions ot^the 
Bill now and klien and even at the last tnomeiji. If (Jovernnient wants 
to do anything let them d<f it in (he Coalition iVrly meetin|j^und after 
that let the matter come to the llousi*. Then* will then Im* no harassing 
and expenditure of puhlii* inone\ in the shape of allowun<*es of the 
inemhers of the S<‘lect (’ommittee. and no Idame t(» ti.s for doing so. 
Sir. I fiiiil that Dr. Sun>al i*> not here, (Dr. Nvmnaksjiv Sany\l: 
No. no. I am present here.i (Laiighft*r.> He was very much against 
thi^ Bill, hut now they fiave got more than wliatMliey wanted. They 
W'aiited the exclu.4on fd the scheduled hanks onl\. and I rejieut that not 
only they have got what the> wanted hut even iiiore^ 

Sir, I have made my po.sition clear, and now 1 would most humbly 
inform the Nawah *. 'sahib that we are not going to sujiport the Bill 
in toto. 


Mr. P. BANERili: Ur. Speaker. .Sir, ^ rise to .support ^h? motion 
moved by Dr. Sanya 1. 

In the first place. Sir, I would point oifl that Mr. Ab<lul*Bari has 
shown col^sal ignbrance about the w'orking of qhe scheduled banWi in 
BengaU and so also the Hon’bleti£r. Syhrawardy. 

Sif, there IS no det^ving the tb^this sulweqiient amendment |»f . 
the HorCble Mr. Suhrawardy has been tabti^ undnr the iufiuem^ of the 
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^luropean Group. We notice, Sir, in amendments Nos. 46 to 79, that 
the European Group insisted on the exclusion of the banks as defined 
in se(ition 277F of the Indian Companies Act and would i^otibe satisfied 
with ai^thin^ less than that. Subsequently, as we all know, time was 
taken t^ffect a compromise, with tbfe result that, when the European 
Group haSi^heir way, they abandoned their amendments, and they are 
now satisfieil because they have gained their point and they know how 
to butt(*r their own bread. 

Sir, in order to show to the people their hona fides^ the Hon’ble 
Mr. Sulirawardy, while speaking on behalf of Government, said yest/cr- 
day tliat he was ncd playing to the gallery, but, Sir, the cat is nftw out 
of llie hag. We do say, Sir, that he has played to the gallery. The 
Jloirhle Minister has tri<*d to justif\ the exclusion of th(‘ scheduled 
bunks from the operation of this Bill, hut he has not substantiated his 
points by advancing any reasons whatsoever. He said that if the 
scheduled hanks are not e\(‘luded then there would be difficulty, and 
this wisdom has dawned up(ui iht* Hon’hle Mr. Suhrawardy at this late 
sttigel But wh>' not exclude the oihei J)anks along with the scheduled 
hanks’' Wluit are the scheduled hanksy Berhaj)s it may not he kmiwn 
to many memlx’rs of the House, I shall explain. Any hank having a 
capital, either jiaid up or with the H(‘.st‘rve Bank of India, of Bs. o lakhs 
is a hank scheduled to the Iteserve Bank of* India. That being the case, 
Si A' it is to la‘ seen how these hanks are working. As Mr. Bari and 
the Hon’hle Mr. Sulirawardy have said, these banks a*re not working 
well; hut^they do not^'kiiow that each of these si’hediiled hanks has got 
at huist 2o hranch(‘s all over this ])rovince and also in the sister provinces. 
In many eases, tliesc banks charge inteiest at the rate of one per cent, 
ovei’ and above tlie rate charged by other hanks. I say. Sir, that some 
scheduled hanks charge nim* piUM’ent. interest, but by this Bill wt* want 
to fix the rate at eig-lit per ciuit. Su})[»osiiig, for argument’s sake, that 
th(‘se hanks are exi'lnded, whai will happen ^ Thest' scheduled hanks 
will go on charging interejit at a rate of more than eight per c(‘nt. The 
Hon’ble Mr. Subraward\ is nodding hi" head, hut he knows nothing 
ahtuU the w’orking of banks in Bengal. That being the 

case. Sir, why should the scheduled banks he excluded ^ My friend 
Mr. Bari wanted to jusiilx the ex<‘lusion on the ground of doing good 
to the agriculturists, but I say. Sir. that in Bengal we have to look to 
the intt'rcsts both of the Vygriculturists as well as of the industrialists. 
By their impudence our legislators have destroyed the rural credit in 
the countr>-side to a great extent, and by this legislation it wdll be 
completely destroyed. * 

At the same time. *t ma\ be said. Sir, that the obj^*t m* this legis- 
lation is t/i scale down the rate (»f interest. Now, Sir, the rate of 
ipterest has been fixed by this^^ill l#t ‘*ight per cent., but the sclieduled 
banks are excluded L'oiii tV f'tiperation of this j3ill, and they will go on 
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oht^^ing at tiie high rate* at whirh they aife charging uowf uamely, at^ 
least at the rate of nine per cent. The ijtlier banks are not only helping 
the industry of the province, hut they^re also advancing money in the 
country-side, ft has been pointed out to the Hon’ble Mr. Suhrawardy 
b^ Mr. Datta that at the time ^when the Reserve Bank of l/dia was 
ushered there were only d native bunks in Bengal, and suj^Hluently 
by amalgamation and in otlier ways. e.g.. by increase ()I'^(*upital to 
Rs. 5 lakhs, tliey became scheduled to the Reserve Bank of India. 
Xow. these banks have iit many cu.ses, like the loap oHices. adv{^)ce<i 
money against landed properties in the countrx -side, ai^l if they are 
excluded to-day, the position remains the same. What about the loan 
offices which have taken protection under section 15'!^ 

Then I come to the question of notification. That system of notifica- 
tion naturally gave rise to an apprehension -1 may say without fear of 
contradiction — amongst tlic mcmlu'rs of the (h)alition Party, and they, 
therefore, compelled the Ministrx overnight to bring in this amendment. 
])e<‘ause it shows Im'xoiuI doubt that the members (d the (\ialition Parts 
wi*rc in doulfl uboiil ihe aclivitie'^ of the Ministry ! That ladug tlu‘ case. 
Sir, 1 see no r(*ason \v,hx the atheduled hanks should be left out. while 
the otlier banks sliould be brought within tlie scojie ot tliis Hill. The 
Miiii.stiy profess in season and out (»f season that the\ feci for the 
<’ountr\ ,and they ar<* always anxious to give proper facilities for the 
growtli ot trade and commerce in the province. If that is so, ^hy 
should not th^ other banks be excluded as widl and be placed on the 
same tooting us (hi* scliedijed hanksf' 1 subiiiit. Sir, that there should 
not he an\ fVerent iat ion whatsoever on this point. *' 

By vxa\ of compromise*, Sii, our leader has hiought forward a 
motion through Dr. Sanxal, and I think that that motion is very 
reasonable. If ( jIovci iiinciit me rcullx anxious to do good to the 
couiiTrx, i»r, as pointed out hy the Holf’hlc the Chief Mini.stci, are <*ver 
agfeeable to a compromise, they will accept this motion. Otherwise, 
it will prove tha# they are not siiucn* and do not intend to dii what 
they jirofess , • 

Witli these few vxoids, Sir, 1 suppoit tlie motion of Dr. Sunyal. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr .Suhrawardy, do you want to speak on the

The Hoti’Me Mr. H. 8 . 8UHRAWARDY: All right, Sir. I 

accept your suggestion. 1 would have nitde certain remarks with 
regard to the remarks made by him as well as by Dr. Sanyal, but 1 
do hope, at the same time, that you will be good enough to see in 
future that the persons who speak do not exceed the bounds of pro- 
priety while speaking on the floor of this House. 1 am glad to find 
that the proposals of the (iovernnient have found a large measure of 
support even from the Opposition Benches. 

Tfie amendment that has l>een moved by Dr. Sanyal and re-amended 
by him after ( onsultation with the I^emler of his Group will imply that 
his party i.s in favour of the exclusion of scheduled banks (cries of 
“no’’, “no”, and “(piestion” from the 0])])osition Benches) from the 
operation of this Bill. AVhatever they may say, whatever ma\ he their 
tall talks and loud wimly suggestions, they feel in their heart of,, hearts 
that this is a suggestion whi< h is a reasom^hle one and they also know’ 
it perfectly well. 1 do not expect them to full in line vvi;h Government 
so tar as the up|)arent position is eoncerned, hut at the ^ame time one 
{■an quite understand the meaning of those amendments which im])ly 
that so fa‘j as the scheduled hunks an* eoncerned, they apree to the 
advisability of their exclusion. 

I w'ant to say a few w<»rds with regard to what Mr. Dhirendra 
Nath Dutta said, lie spoke about some sch^*duled banks having lent 
ii^oney to agriculturists. I made it quite clear when I spoke on the 
amendment that we were further examining the subject and if scheduled 
hanks are fouml to he (»pressive, if they ilo not {arry'on their husMiess 
uci'ordiug to sourfd hanking principle and charge interest as they 
ought to by virture of the large capital which they invest, in that ca.se 
(Tovernment would be quite prepared to revise tlndr decision in the 
matter. We are not going to allow hanks ol uny kind whatsoever to 
take advantage of the people of the province and to oppress them. 
Now’, Sir, he wished to ki^iw’ why scheduled banks on or after the Ist 
January, only have oeeii excluded. He has given the answer 

himself. He stated that the exclusion of the scheduled banks may 
encourage other Ininks to join together and form themselves into 
scheduled bauks, bankr which are really loan ofSc^iii- ^?^^nce and 
whHi are oppressing the pensile will form themselve-s into scheduled 
banks for the purpose of daiming exemption. For that reason, we have 
exempted only such schedul^I tihnkB *as were "in existence on the 
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l«t ^ Januai^, so that the mere formation ^ tWe mere amalgama-* 

tioA and the ereation of themselves into scheduled hanks wouM not 
automatically exclude them from thea provisions of this Bill. They 
will first have to satisfy Oovernment and conform to the rules which 
GdVernment propose plu<*inj? the House re^rardiiifr th&r hofta 

fides before they can claim exemption. 

Now, Sir, another point which Mr. Dhirendra Nath l)aita raised 
was that this would lead Jjie present scheiluled hanks to purchase^ the 
loans of other companies like loan companies wlnTh have lent out 
money at exorbitant rates of interest, and as they themselvei are exempt- 
ed from the provisions of the Bill, they will thereafter cx)llect money 
from the ajjricultuiists or from I heir debtors at hi^fh ia(es of intert*st. 
Mr. Dhirendra Nath Dutta is of course at the moment very bu.sily 
eugajred in talkinj^ to another gentleman, but nevertheless I would 
like to draw Ins attention to an amendment which I proj»ose moving: 
and which has been printed at paj^e Id of the a<lded list and which is 
No. d7 of the uinendments, the purpose of wliich is that hmns which 
have not been created b\ the schetluled hanks themselves or lounB 
which have been assi;;rTied by dtie party to aiudher will not he affectwl 
by any exclusive provisions that we may at the present moment frame. 
For instance, it the N<‘lie(lule(! hanks did purchase loans of other banka 
and of Loan comparfies, thep these other loans would not ^^et that 
exemption wliiah loans of Hchedul<‘d hanks themselves w’ill ^ct, 'Wn'a 
will, I hope. ^iatist> those persons who t}»ink that by hdtinK out 
scheduled hanks, we will lift in a numbei of oppressive loans. 

Now, .Sir, 'almost every member of the other side has sj)oken with 
regard to vested interests and the vested interests of the Kurop<*anH. 
f)f course we are used to such talk on their jiart : that forms a [nirt 
<jf their jaditical propaganda afid of jludr f»olitical arfuonry; hut in 
nearly all the cases in which their arguments have indulged in such form 
of [Kflitical propaganda, they have no foundation lor their statements and 
they jiave been, aS a matter of fa< t, hascil <yi unreality and ignoram e. 

I think ill this partiiulur case ufso the same rern irkS npjdy. Out of 
df> scheduled hanks — there i.s a list of sclu*dnle<l Imnks—^f) have offices 
in Bengal. Now, tmi of these 29 sr lieduled hanks Id are exc hange 
hanks and eferyliody knows here that .so far as exchange banks arc 
concerned, their operations are of such a nature that they hardly 
touch the ptHiple of the soil. All the lb oth^ hunks are lndia% banks. 
But of course in these Indian hanks I am including the Imperial 
Bank and tlie Allahabad Bank. If you exclude the Imjier^l Bank* 
and the Allahabad Baifk there are 14 purely ftidian banks. But I iae no 
reason wh^^fljaja-sihould be excludeil. But if tHey are exi luded, Aeii 
of the jl4 purely Indian banks there a^e 7d branches h Benjfal, 
whareaa of thft exchange banks theye are only 14 branches. Now, we 
can see quite clearly Aat the pATisiofSa^^the e|clusion of scheduled 
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'banks affects Indian banks ^ost and therefore there is^obsolut^y no 
*juatifi|jation for those politi(‘al ’flings which my friends on the opposite 
benches are throwing at us, for i^.nstance*, that it has been brought about 
by the influence of the European vested interests 

DrA'ALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: What was the amount involved?

Mr. 8ARAT CHANDRA BOSE: Whom do they touch? 


The Hon’hle Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: The European Exchange 
Banks toiuh mostly the eommercial interests, but not the children of 
the soil whom wo are out to protect— 700! the poorer people and the 
agriculturists — everybody knows that. Obviously I do not expect 
lawyers of the standing of Mr. Sarat Ohandra Bose to know it! He 
is too much engrossed in his own academic learning to be aware of this 
economic function of those l>ank8 ^

calls himself a pettifogging lawyer or lud, I do not know’ — I W’ould 
place him in a liigher plane, but if lie pleuiis guilty to that himself, 
Jet him w’ear the cap that fits him. 

I would like to make it cle;ir that the rules that we propose making 
under the new provision vill W framed by Government and will be 
plH<‘ed before th(‘ House and they will also include nih's which will 
provide for the eaneellation of the notification. I am not prepared 
to aeeei»t the amendment of Dr. Stinyal regarding consultation with the 
Reserve Ikink on every oeeasion. hut I am prepared to consult the 
Reservt' Bank at the time when the rules will he framed, so that w«> 
may heve the benefit of iVir expert advice, I hope, this will appeal 
to all sections of the House.

European ba nks ^ bich deal with international affairs. If you want to 
have any-rttnnecnon w ith the outside world afid if you want to \ave 
your c6mmerpe actually carried on, you cnust have schedulIH bank«*and 
they must be beyonddhe controj <M tl|| [.^gislature. They will be con%

You have been tellinjf me that these European friendN of mine influenced 
me U> decide in that way.

It is the Member-in- 
charge who was prepared to withdraw this Bill it the Reserve Bank and 
the scheduled banks were not excluded from the operation of this Bill. 

Mr. 8ARAT CHANDRA B08E: AVho is the Member-in-charge?

You still ask me ! All right, I shall explain. Y"ou need not laugh much, 
because it is no good. If you were of my age and had b^en suffering 
equally, you would not have said in the ’' oy as >o.u now did. ATesterday 
and the day before 1 ha<I 108 imlse; lo-day it is {)4. You can easily 
understand that a man with such a quick pulse cannot be expected to do 
bis work ably and if for this a junior friend of miiM* has been placed iik 
charge, you must not say that he has done anything wrong. 

Now 1 will explain wh> >ou must take these facts coolly and dis- 
passionately. You must not ascribe motive - to any of us. Y^ou ouglit 
to know (hut the department that is going to uork tliis Act is the 
Judicial Department which is manned b\ a busines>man at the top, the 
seniormosi man among the Judges of District ( ourts and another man 
under him of the position of an .Assistant Sessions Judge.

My friend Mr. Datta 
ba.s vei^ pointedly placed before this, House that some of these bahks 
have beVi rnisbehavinf? and for that they should not be exc^luded from 
the operatic^ of this Bill. That is a serious allegation against first class 
banks. My friend Mr. Suhrawardy has told you that we are not going 
to <it idle over it.^ We .shall always be on the alert.

1 say thati he has simply made certain ailegaiions and if (iovernment find 
that those allegations have real substance behind 1 bein' and that the 
country is being oppressed by those banks, it will Ik* the duty of the 
(Government to come to the rescue of the people and to uippress those 
banks. 1 know tliat tliii s])eech of a determined man of the province 
will l>e read by eYer\ body and I am vure that those who are carrying on 
these banks will think times before they do oppress the country. 
They will modify their attitude and will tr> to see harmony and^peace 
cfttablishetl in the countrvV The> know tliat democracy is prevailing iu 
the country.

I have explained 
to the House why the scheduled banks are beiil)|b-#Jicluded by us. 
The attitude of the Minister-in-charge was that if these scheduled 
banks were not excluded from the operation of this Bill and if we 
interfered with the rates of interest which they ought to charge in 
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dealinjr with the advances they made tn the customers, the entire trade 
and commerce would collapse. (A voice krom the Krishak Pjuja 
Party: including tea gardens!^) Yes, including tea gardens. You 
cannot export tea from India unless you go to one of the scheduled 
banks and place your bill of hflling with them, receive 80^J>er cent, 
of the vaJiie of that tea and with that SO per cent, carry on the 
business here. If you sav that >ou refer to tea husinessM would tell 
you that eyen tea business would collapse if scheduled hanks yei'e 
not excluded. (Balm Xk(,knj>k\ Nvrn Skn : Is tlfiit the c ase with 
jute too!*') Yes; doc*s hc‘ know that jutc‘ is pundiused by other c'ountries 
in exactly the same wa\ Y So. if you want to sell off your surplus 
goods to foreign countries. \ou niu.st go through scheduled hanks.

Let me explain, Sir, that if you actually feel the country — and 
I know that you all feel for tjie country much moretbaSrt do — (cries 
of* “No, nV’ from' Congress members), you must npt cripple the 
banking business tfftogeUier. , that havi done wrong to the 

oountry must be treated ^iT^ne way, and ithis idea of rule-making, 
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has enunciated here, 1 may tell you, ts not & new thin^. 
We have already provided in the* Bill that to work the Act 
«atisfacto|ily, yre should make •rules for the guidance of 
Government. The only dissentient voice that has come from 
our party is that, when wet make rules, so long as the rule- 
making |)ower is vested in the Government — and th«S Govern- 
ment Secretariat with its teclinical knowledge of things would 
preparing these rules — these rules should be placed before the entire 
Cabinet. The entire Cabinet used to accept these fules as their %)wn. 
(Mr. Santosh Kvmar Basu : Was there any difFerei^e of opinion 
as regards these rule-making powers 1* AVere they unanimous as 
regards these rules') (Maulvi Muhammad Israil: But these are 
Cabinet secrets.) Xo, they are not Cabinet secrets, it is the way in 
which things are carried on in the Secretariat. That is how the 
business of Government has been carried on for the last 150 years. 
(Mr. Saxtosji KrM\R Basu : For the last 150 years? Good Lord I) 
It may not be 150 years, but, in any case it must be 75 or 80 years. 
And (joverifnient have been making rules tor the proper carrying out 
of the administration at least* during the last 75 years, and I submit 
that in this case also they will have to follow the same procedure. 
We have made provision in the body of the Bill that Government 
will have to make *rules to carry out the object of the Bill. Govern- 
ment. in the fules that they make, must specify the conditions ^hich 
must be fultiyed before any bank cun aspire to be excluded from the 
operation (d an Act like^this. So, this icfea of rule-making is not 
absolutely foreign. Jt is tliere. So, I may tell my frieflds that so 
far a> ntle-making is concerned, just three or four days ago the Upper 
House decid'd whatever rules are made must be placed before 

the Legislature for a])proval. (Mr. Santo.sh Kt^mar Basu: The 
Upper IJouse?) They must be placed befofe the Cabinet, and aft.er 
that they must be placed before the Legislature. So, that idea has 
now been agreeck to in principle, and that is why I feel, viz., that 
whatever might have been our ^Io<»p-liol«*s,* we nnist^take the Legisla- 
ture with us and that whenever the rules are framed they must be 
approved by the Ijcgislature.

GOVERNMENT BILL 

The Bengal Money-lenders Bill, 1938. 

The Hon»bl3 Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Sii, J heg to iuo\e 
that after clause (/), the tollouing sub-clause he inserted, 

viz.: — < < 

(II) hy a Co-o|ierati\e Life liiMirance Societ> , Co-operuti\ e 
Society, Insurance Company, Life Assurance Company, 
Mutual Insurance Cmnpany, Provident Jnsuianee S<Miety 
or Provident Society, or from a Provident Fund. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Is there much tlifference of* opinion iy the 
House as regards the desirability of .excluding the whole matter con- 
cerning insurance, etc.y If n(»t, 1 would like to adjourn the House, 
♦ 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: Sir. as 1 ha\e already submitted 
to you more than once that unless we know in a eomprehensive manner 
the intentions of Uovernipent for these < discriminatory provisions for 
exclusion and 'unless Government is prepared to give us an idea as to 
what extent they are going to discriminate in favour of certain person 
or persons, we are not in* a position to find odt ^where we stand and 
apply our mind property. 

Mr. SPEAKER. For the tiipe,J>eing, the vihole question is the 
exclusion of Insurance, Provident Fund and (\i-operative Sotdeties. 
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Dr. HALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: Sir, 1 have to*oppotie thU mption ^ 
moired by ttfe Hon’ble Mr. Suhrawafdy as much on the ground of 
principle as on the gi'ound of the practical diibeulties that are likely 
to be met with if such exclusions afe permitted. We have more or 
less indicated the line of app^^ach that the Congress Pai*ty is pre- 
pared to lake in connection with the consideration of various clauses. 

I would like to make that clearer tcMlay so that our frieifds on 
Government aide might realise how l>est to carry on their discussions# 
and come to proper decisions in their party meet mgs. , 

Sir, credit transactions and loan operations of various types are 
taking place in the rt)untiy. There is absolutely no doubt that there 
have been usurious loans and unconscionable contracts in conntH'tiott 
with the money-lending business. We find ,ihat so far as the 
country is concerned, every section of the ]>eo]>le cries tmt for relief in 
connection with indebtedness. Therefore, Sir. i( is the d#wre of 
tfie Congresfi Party to see that maximum relief uia> be provided to 
the suffering and oppressed people of the country. In order to see 
that the m^imum social benefit is secured, we will appnmf li the 
various sections and sub-sect ians of the Bill. 

Here, Sir, there is a proposition wliich makes it very difficult for 
U8 to hcquiesce in ihe amendment «d‘ Government, because we do liot 
know with what end in vi^w (fovernmeiit is going to exi lude^ (certain 
credit institutions. Sir, <‘redit of various kinds can be classified in 
different fonds under different bases. AVe*can, for example, divide 
credit transactions in accfbrdaiKe with some kinds of territorial divi- 
sion of .the place of origin where such transactions take place. There 
have been/friends who have been thinking of excluding (^dcutl# as 
qgainst othei' patts of Bengal. T!»ere are also otliers who are examin- 
ing various suggestions from the point of view of <Tedit giving insti- 
tutions. Those friends who liave been thinking of Kehedule<l hanks, 
other banks and other credit institutions bavi* beerf all along,^ 
approaching tb^^ question of credit and hums troin the i»oint of view 
of those institution.s from which the buftis flow. * There are again 
other amendments and suggestions wherein we find- that an attempt 
is being made to analyse and divide credit transactions in accordance 
with the ipersoiiN receiving the loan — the recipients of such loans, as 
for example when we find the Hon’ble Mr. Suhrawardy himself pro- 
posing that agriculturist.s are to be treated in a separate way from 
other persons. There is also, another ^pprfm<li ■ for nnaV^iiig the 
various kinds of credit transactions, i.e., the functional approach. 
Whether credit tha^ is being issued is or*is not going to be used for 
productive or nftfl-productive purpos<*s — that^is the criterion which ^ 
appeals to us on the Congress side most of all. We want to find out • 
wiietjier th^ borrower who obtains the money is going to use that 
money in a manner which wilJ f^«^ify in his^ hands, whether he will 
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be in a position to, repay both the capital as well as the interest with- 
out hardship and also what use* he makes of it. This fu^ictional divi- 
sion is, I submit, Sir, the most logical division of credit transactions, 
I would like members of the Mouse to consider whether it will be wise 
and whether it will be in the iiiterejits of the masses and the rural 
population and in the best interests of society to approach tl^e question 
— not from the functional basis, not from questions of purpose for which 
(;redit is utilized but on the basis of persons or individuals — either 
thofv* who are obtaining the loans or those who are giving the loans. 

I, thereforp, submit that if the House* is uuaniiious in its determina- 
tion to afford adequate relief to the masses or the agricultural popula- 
tion, let us try to find out some agreed solution as to the classes of 
people and the natufe of transactions of those classes of people for 
which we want relief to be provided for. 

I su'iunit, Sir, thal the agricultural purposes are the most important 
objectives for which relief should be granted — not because agriculture 
is Honicthing very different — in matter of produetion from the point of 
view of the ec4inomist — something different from industry or some 
other oeevipution, but lM*eause agricuffure, as it is pursued in our 
country to-day, is not in a iK)sition to pay even the minimum rate of 
interest and other charges because the productivity of land lias become 
very, very low. I, therefore, submit, wlipn the Hon'hle the Labour 
Miui/ tdr laboiMs timhu the misapprehension that he should give relief 
to ^ertain credit uHsoeiatioiis, he should also think how far through 
that exemj)tion relief is givtui to tlie leiil agriculturists. Here is 
a pi'o])OHitio'u to exihidt* co-operative <*redit societies. Is it not a fact 
— I would like the members of the ('oa lit ion Party to ^'ouder over 
and realise — many of them are intimately connected with co-operative 
institutions — is it not a fmt that in many eases the rigour with which 
co-operative societies realise interest, the rate that the\ tdmrge as well 
as the manner in which tlie\ realise interest are something very much 
oppressive}^ Is it not a fact that in many tases, whtre probably on 
account of certain har«lshijv private money-lenders would W prepared 
to wait, the co-operative inspectors do not wait, and co-operative organi- 
zations force sales of land of the cultivators wheje probably private 
nuihajan^ would think twice or where he would have souk' sympathy 
at heart Indeed, co-operative societies have mheh less sympathy 
than private uuihajnu^. Why then (‘o-4qM*rative societies are proposed 
to be excluded imsses my imagination}' TT it is the intention of Gov- 
ernment to give real relief to the agriculturists, there can be absolutely 
no justification for excludiiig co-operative societi«>s. The question of 
rate of interest is the most important question that has got to be con- 
sidered in connection with the proposal for exclusion of co-operative 
societies, lo-day there are many co-operative societies in Bengal which 
charge a rate right up to 15 per, cent There some co-operative 
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baaks which charge 18 per cent. (A voice kr^m the Coalition 
Bbkches : all.) They may afford* relief in some oaAes* but even* 

then will leave 12 per cent, an the maximum permissible. 

I would like the Hon’ble Minister in charge of the C'o-operativc 
Department, 'who is nodding hi# head, to look up his tiles and have 
definite information — if there is any swiety in Bengal that^is to..day 
charging less than eight per (‘ent., the nite wliich is going t») he proposed' 
in a later cliapter of this Bill. • 

Ihen again, Sir, it is ])ropi>sed that insnrance (‘oaipanies shouhl ht** 
excluded. I quite reaBse the s>mpath> ot the (hmlition Varty towards 
insurance coin]>anies, be<au’<e j>rohably there are some important and 
influential members of the Cabinet who may be interested in such organ i.^^ 
zations. (Laughter.; If insurance companies are to he excluded, may 
1 know what prevents the insuram*e <*t)n»panies from going up to the 
rural areas and advancing loan', there!'' Would they he exenj^Kt^^d if 
th('^ charge 10 or even lo per cent, from the agricultural debtors!^ 
Would the> not commit the same kiml of usurious transactions if they 
try to follow^the k/ihuh wtilhi' s method in the rural aretis for exacting 
money through their own agenW'. ''h(» mu\ he ^ometimes as had as the 
kahultwalJa.s themselves. Let us approach the (piestion. therefore. m»t 
from the point of view of institutions that mas a(‘t in this wa,s . I am 
sure that the HonT)le*Mr. Suhraward> in his repl> will raise the qu<‘stion 
as to what i)erce1itage of the re.sources of insuran(*e compiyiies g(j»t<^the 
rural .areas anc| are invested there. In anticipation of that qucBtibn, 

1 am giving him an answer straightaway. *1 know of an insurance 
company that has invested inone> in landed pLquu'ties. »! know of 
another itisuuince com|K*ny that has invested iminey in tea-gardens, and 
though they^originall,\ lent immex to zemindars, they have now’ become 
zemindars themselves. 1 know of another insurance co»npany — these, 
are questions of fact — I am debarred from naming them because 1 do^ 
not w’ant to injun* the companies — I know of iTiiothi'r insurance company 
that had advaiK’e,^ — rmt in Bengal hut in Assam — a sum <»f money to» 
an Hon’ble Minister — n(»t of the proent (iyvernment hut of u former 
Government — for obtaining a contract for a certain firm, and that too, 
without any securit\ . There are also insurance companies, the bosseB. 
of w’hich cay manage, through handling the funds tlfat the> have iui 
possession, to get a great amount of p(»wer yielded, because they have 
the freedom to invest as they like. I know that under the provisionB. 
of the new Insurance Act th^e will be Murrv lirnitationi w'ithiii which 
insurance comi>anies will have to function, hut even then there wdll 
be ((msiilerahle freedopi ; within the fifty pet cent. permissibU margin 
they will he able Uj* invest money for shorter f|eri(HL in any manner 
they like^ without the slighteBt reBfriction, so far as thos<‘ periods* are 
con^med. (Mr. F.\zlur Rahman:’ Ag'ricultunil loaiiB)') *Yeh, even 
agricuHiiral loans. (Mr. Fazli f^KjihVan : Have you got any instance. 
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of that?) If loan^ to zemindars who under the Agricultural Debtors 
Act are capable of being termed “agriculturists” are regfarded as agri- 
cultural loans, then certainly not one but half a dozen companies in 
Bengal make such investments. *' (Mr. Fazlur RahicAn : That is the 
weak point I) ^ 

So feu’’ as the past loans are concerned, Sir, that is tbe position. 
Now, so far as future loans are concerned, there is nothing, if you now 
permit insurance <-oinpanies to go out of the Act, to prevent them in 
futiire from startir.g small branches for investment in rural areas. They 
have, as youAcnow, a number of offices all over the province, they have 
chief agencies; they have a number of branoJi offices. So, there is 
nothing to prevent them from carrying on agricultural credit operations 
with the same kind of objectionable features for which we are trying 
to restrict small banks — the loan offices in particular and also other 
pri^tttyinoney-lenders 

Sir, it has been proposed that provident six ieties shouW be excluded. 
I am sure the Hon’ble Mr. Suhrawardy, if not anybody else, knows the 
way in which provident societies are run in Bengal. It is common 
knowledge that there have Iveen staretl* any number of such provident 
societies, the improvidence of which passes all imagination! They are 
run on most unscientific lines, and they have dodged the law ve^y well. 
There have been com])laiuts made to (Tovernment, and specific enquiry 
in^that (‘onnection was started sometime ago. 

Knowing all that, it Government is anxious to provule some kind of 
safety, vsoige kind of e.:clusion tor such credit institutions, there must In* 
some weighty retisons behind that. What arc these w'ei glitzy reasons!*' Let 
us know these weighty reus(uis before we are made to agree to have any 
arrangements for excluding particular credit organisation or organisa- 
tions from out of the purview of this Bill. It ma\ be argued that 
those com|>anics — those well-regulated companies — have their own 
system of uceounting, have their regular book-keeping ami there need 
not be any registration or licensing, and the\ may as well be excluded 
from the operation of certain chapter^ of the Act; they may, for 
example, be excluded from the operation of Chapters III and IV; but 
why they should be exclude^l from the operation*' jf ('hapter VI — that 
is the chapter relating to the rate oi interest, as also from the operation 
of ('hapter VII about penalties and miscellaneous, passes my compre- 
hension. y < 

I find, the Hon’ble Mr. Suhrawardy has alsi) suggested about Mutual 
lusutauf^ Societies, Pro'Oably the Hon’ble Mr Suhraw'ardy does not 
know that" there is at least one Mutual Iirsurance* Society in Bengal — 
I am not talking of any other part because that would not be relevant 
— ^that has" got extenvsive investments in small amounts do private.per- 
sona who borrow at very high nates The cctoipany takes tbe risk 
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and just have^the high rate. Th^re is also nothing *10 prevent a num-* 
her of persons from starting a Miituarinsuranoe Sot iety and thereby 
getting out of the purview of the law^ by simply declaring themselves 
an organisation for Mutual Insurance Society, and having all the privi- 
leges which et^en all the hanks have not lK*en allowed. If the Govern- 
ment think that certain credit institutions ought to be precluded, the 
best course for them would have b<'en. as the Government of Bihar had 
done, to take a power — u plenary power. (The Hon’ble Mr. H. S.* 
Sfhrawardy : Will you give it to us?) It wouhh have been more 
logical for them to ha>e the power to notify any other ciredit organi- 
sations as (iovernment (plight feel justified, but, even then it would not 
have be(‘n so bad as proposed here, be(‘ause that also would not be per- 
mitted by the House, I am sure, if it was merely going to be operative 
at the sweet will or the whims of Government. There certainly W'ould 
be some regulation, some restriction, some kind of technical und^exjiert 
advice. Provided that cour.se was adopted and if that were done, there 
would he no reason. (Mr. Fa/lfu Haiim\n: What about BiharP) 
The Bihar A«Nt says that the “Provincial Goviu'nment may by notifica- 
tion, for any special reason or i^*asons to be stated in such notifi<‘ution, 
exempt any mone> -lender or class of moncy-lemlcrs or any ( lass of 
loans in the wlude or an\ part of the Province of Bihar from the opera- 
tion of lill or an\ of* the provisions of the Act. ” 'hhe ])ower giviui is 
to be exercised t^' definite reasons t«) he stated. There is thus a ilyfipite 
restriction on any uliimsical activity on the part of Gov(*rnim‘nt . Tf 
tTovcinnicni Tinilly meant that tlierc should In* some power — some resi- 
duar\ flower — in the hands *of Government left tft enalile them to con- 
sider har^l <ases in future, tliat would lie tlie onl\ logical Gourse. 
Whether tli^^ would be acceptable to tin* (^lalition Party or not, I do 
not Knou. Pro’lnddy, the (’oalition Paitv docs not tru.sl their own. 
Govern ment as mucli as the other jiaitie.s <lo ; jirohahly they do not want 
to leave matters in the liand.s of their own Ministers But be that as 
it fnay, it is only fair and logical that there .should he no discrimina- 
tion made amongst the institutions of credit, ^bnt (lien* may Im‘ arninge- 
inent.s made to have certain claA.ses of transactions c'kcludiMl if thesi* 
transaitions are found to be such as rctiuiic sfnuial ticalment; 


Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA; Sir, 1 shall be very brief, 
but I want to f>ut one (jnestwm to the Hojj'ble Mini^^ter, D^es the 
Government think that thi* jnece of legislation which they have intro- 
duced will inure to the benefit of the jiCople or it will be barmfyl to the 
interests of the people!*' From the manner iti which this Bill is being 
conducted, it seems. Government want to exclude"* all credit institutkms 
from tbe*operation of the law. They pn>bably think in their heart^of 
hearts that if tbe.se credit institutions come within the purview of the 
law, it would be harmful to tbe" intepests of ih4 at large. If 
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^ the Govermpent feel like ttat, there cannot be any reason for intro- 
ducing this piece of legislation". But, we on this side /eel that, as a 
matter of fact, there was necessity for a legislation like this ahd it 
will not be harmful to the interests of the people, rather, it will be 
bcneticial to the interests of the people. Does the Government think 
that in fpture transactions, the co-operative credit societies should not 
be controlled by the limit that has iK'en imposed under section 2^ of 
dhis Aclh Does Government think that in future transactions, 
c(>-6j)erative credit, societies should charge interest at a rate higher than 
10 per cent, upon unsecured loans and 8 per ce^d. upon secured loans. 
We know that, as a matter of fact, co-o|>erative credit societies are 
charging interest at 18 per cent., and, over an(\ above that, they are 
also charging compound rate of interest. We also know' that the 
maximum rate of intercsi charged by co-operative credit societies now 
is Iv^ per cent, willi a stipulation to j)ay comj)oiind interest if there is 
any brcacli of ihe agi cement. So there is no reason whj co-operative 
credit societies should not he controlled by s+H^tion 28 of ■'this Act. As 
a matter of fact, (iovernment .swm to have no intention of doing any 
good to the rural po])ulation of the country. My friend, Dr. Sanyal, 
has said that agriculturists should get 'relief first of all, because they 
are tbe real jiroducers of w'caltb and W'e are the consumers of wealth, 
and the producers of wealth must first he protected. But it c,o-oi>era- 
tive ciedit societies are excluded from tin* operation (>f the Bill, the 
rejBproducers of wealth — the agriculturists — would n(»t get any relief 
either in the shape of scaling down their debts with , regard to past 
transactions or in the shape of reducing ;ntes of interest regarding 
future trunsacticjns. 

In this connection, 1 may also peunt out that co-opiKative credit 
societies have not practically come witliin the purview' of the Agricul- 
tural Debtors Act. They are excluded from the operation of the 
Agricultural Debtors Act. in the sense that when the amount of an 
tward has to be determined, it is determined with tlie advice of the 
Registrar of Co-operative Societies. So, by the passing of tbe 
Agricultural Debtors Act, agricultijrists who borrow' money from 
co-operative credit societies are not getting an> relief, and if this 
amendment of t|ie Hon’hle Mr. Suhruwardy be pa.'^jj'ved into law , that is, 
if the co-operative credit societies are excluded from the- operation of 
this Bill, agriculturists would not get any relief by tbe passing of this 
Act also; that is, in tbe ease of co-operative credit societies, the rates 
of interest W'iil not he regulated in future transactions and debts will 
not be 8cule<l down with regard to past transactions. 

The prii?Si»nt Ministry often talk that they are for tlie masses but 
what do we find in piacticel^ It is a well-known “fact and members of 
tbe Coalition Party can speak from their own experience and can confinn 
me that people in tbe rural areas are groaning nailer th^l oppre.^fsion of 
Ike 0(M»peratiTe credit eocietiee. It is a well-known fact and the 
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lumbers of the Coalition Group will also admit it* It ia beyond* my * 
oomprehension Low the members of tbe Coalition Party can support 
|Le iJovernineut when they say ihat^the co-operative societies should* 
be excluded from the operation of this Bill. With these few words, I 
oppose the mMioii that has been moved.

Mauivi A/IDUL BARI: Certainly not, you are wronj^. If you 
look to the note of dissent, you will find that I opposed it. 1 said very 
(dearly that the co-oj)(*rative societies and insuraiHe companies should 
be exeduded from the operation of this Bill. I have got my own amend- 
ment t«o. It is not^ 1 but Dr. Sanyal who is playing somersault. 

I was just tilling you tliat it was not necessary to speak on ^ihis 
subject in order to influence the decision of the House, because the 
decision is a f(tregone one. We know what Vhe decision of (lie House 
will be, because we are on the side of reason aiid*wisdom. J( is neces- 
sary to speak in order to raiw^ the standard of debate. It is necessary 
to speak in^rder to allow the outside wiuld to know how the pro(*eed- 
ing.s are gidiig on. We do not want that there slniuld he ai^ 
ex parte debate or ex parte view. We want the views of th(* other 
side also, viz., the saner side of the House. .In matters political 

l|r. I. D. JAtAN: Is my friend speaking for the puf^iose of this 
House or for the outside world Y * * 

Mauivi ABDUC^BARI: For all. In matters ]it)lilical certaiifly 
people to gain their own ends will either speak for (»r against a 
proposal. When we are going to legl.slate on important matters, I 
think it ought to be the duty* of evtry memlwr, of ever^ 
that when a bill conies out of the anvil of the legislature, it does credit 
to the Bengal Legislature and to the whole province of Be|>gaL If 
anybody tries to intj*()duce party politics iif the matter of legislation, 
certainly he will be doing the greatest wrong to his own province, if 
not to ilis conscience. Therefore, I thkik, in trying to impede ^he 
progress of this Bill and in try ing Jo rntrodnee such matters which are, 
calculated to be detrimental to the best* interests dP^he maases, certainly 
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<the Ipeuiliern of fhf opposition are trying to put a clog to it, they are 
not doing justice to the masses. Much has been said against the 
co-oi>erative societies and I thinlj^ it is my duty to say something Vith 
regard' to them, because I myself am a co-operator. (Dr. Nalinaksha 
Sanyal ; Always.) I will tell you tlie* reasons why I^m ho. I do not 
think I i^^in doing justice to the opposition, although Dr. Sanyal and 
Mr. Dhirendra Nath Dutta spoke against the exclusion, if I do not say 
•thai some of the members of the (hngress me in favour of the exclusion 
of the (.*o-operative societies and insurance companies and certain other 
things which, have l)een brought in by way (/ amendments by the 
Hon’ble Mr. Sulirawardy. The act which the Hon’ble Mr. Suhrawardy 
has done is an act of wisdom and I w41] give my reasons gradually as 
to why the Coalition l*ar1y has accepted the amendment, viz., that the 
co-oj)erative societies and the insurance companies should be excluded 
fronc the oj)erati(m of this Act. If T rememln'r aright, in the Select 
Committee meeting, J)r.

(ihifiisa as was stated hy me Indore.

T was just trying to compare ilie position of Dr. Sanyal with that 
of Mr. Gandhi. 

, Some of my friends of the Krishak Proja Part'' on that side were 
telling me even to-day that we were doing some grave injustice and 
they were taunting me for being a party to the exclusion of the co- 
operative societies. 1 may tell them that we are not being dictated 
by anybody bui we are dictated by our conscience. If you would wait 
and listen to me for a few minutes, 1 will give you the reasons. I 
will not speak of any reacon which is devoid ol reason or any sense. 

I do not want to cretAe any sentiment or jKission^fn you, but 1 want 
to farry ceiivictiou into your heart regarding the desirability and 
wisdom of the amendment that has been moved by the Hon^ble M[r. Suh- 
'rawardy. 
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So far as^the (^-operative societies .are concerned, it ilt well-known 
to aW of us that they were broujrht into operation and flourished in 
ihe province of *Benjfai in order to j|4ve relief to the masses who w^ere 
sufleriug from oppressive interes^ charged by the private money-lenders. 
That was the origin, that was the basis and the genesis of the co- 
operative movement in Bengal. Of course it is true that nowadays this^ 
movement ha,H to some extent degeiH^ruted. but there is an attempt, ti 
genuine attempt, a very serious attempt on tlje part of Oovernme^t as 
will be evidenced from the introduction of the Co-operative Societies 
Amendment Bill whieii is now bebire ilie Select Committee to bring the 
societies into a line which will be useful to tlie peo]>le oi this j>rovin<'e. 
It is well-known that bcitire the introdiutioii t»f the co-operative 
societies, the private inoiiey-lcndeis usoil to exnrt b(t pt*r <*ent. interest 
from the rural population, but wloni the (’o-opeialivc Societies A(‘t came 
into operation, and the movement was agog in tlie wlK»le t»f^he pro- 
vide. ilie raM* of iater(‘^t of the private nnmev-lomlers was also lowered 
because the,N wanted to conipete with ihe co-operative niovenieiil, htM'ause 
they felt that if tlu'V were to earr> on tlndr mone> -lending business, 
they must bring down the rat^ of interest. Otherwise the co-operative 
society will drive the [irivate nxmey-lenders out of the market. There 
you will find the utility of the (‘o-operative movement. Even now so 
far as tlie ('o-oj^erat ive societies are eoneerntM], the rale of interest that 
was (nvvaleiit (namely, lo p<‘r cent.) has gra<lually come down anff t#-day 
W’e are charging not imue than jier cent, in some of the co-operative 
societies. 

Dr. NAj^lNAKSHA 8ANYAL: Not in rural areas. 

Mauivi ABDOL BARI: You will lia\e to see how the (’o-operatiNfce 
societies aie lunuiu'' and now if we aie going to charge S and 10 
pi^r <*ent. interest even for co-operative soi^ietit*-, the\ eannul run 
all, heeause the|fc are not liki* a jiiivate moii<> -lender who has not got 
to siiend anything at all on estahlislimeiit* The eo-operative soi ieties 
have got to .spend a lot of mone> on their estahlishmeiits : for their 

upkeep, they have to maintain ofheers, clerks, r^upervisors and j>eons.

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: That is why the poor agrieiilturiHt 
will have to pay more.

Maulvi ABDUL BARI; You will have to see that tlie co-operative 

societies get money from people W'ho are g*ing to dejiosit tlii’ir money 
with them. The ,t¥>-«>perative srreieties havV got to see that they puy 
the depositors as well as are in a position to meet the charges of adiftinis- 
tration! You.will And that eo-oper#tive Societies in the pr«%erit eireum- 
staneck give 8 or 10 i)6r cent. If lyre really (he genuine friends of thu* 
masses, which I believe and 1 declare from jour utterances you are not, 
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^ Jhen I must "say that you should allow some sort of credit to exist in 
the country. By tryinjr to include hanks in the operation oj the 
Bill and by trying to bring ia inlurance companies and everything you 
are really trying to dry up the sourc^ of credit. It ia well known 
that the agriculturists of Bengal, as they stand at present, cannot do 
* without ahy credit. They have to find out money from whatever source 
it may come. If to-day you do not allow them facilities to borrow 
mon^y, you will have to allow them to go out and commit dacoities, 
ro'bberies and thefts for the purpose of getting jnoney even for their 
cultivation, if not for anything else. Sir, we know very well that the 
last flood has taught us this lesson when no capital was forthcoming. 
Ask your conscience, ask your brethren in the muflasil, and you will 
find that the present Debt Settlement Board itself has told to some 
extent on mutfasil (‘redit. Even the muflasil mah(ijan,< are not going 
to advafice any money to the debtors and to the agriculturists, because 
they think that these people after taking the money wi'Il run to the 
Debt Settlement Board. After the passing of the Money-lenders Bill, 
if all tlie sources of credit get dried up (that will be the result if the 
co-operative societies, insurance companies and banks are brought with- 
in the scope of tlie Bill), where will these jieople find money ^ This is 
the cultivating season. Supposing for example I had a pair of bullocks 
and one is dead. I have to buy another at a cost of Ks, 2.). Otherwise 
1 Wfr.i’t he able to cultivate my land. Where shall 1 go for it? The 
private money-lender will say “I am not going to give >ou any money 
because you are going to pay such a low :ate of interest." In that 
case 1 wiir have to go to the co-operative l)ank. Even \esterduy, I 
may inform Dr. Nalinaksha Sanyal, in his own district ,Vn his own 
town Berhampore where I had been, at least five parties came from 
tlie muft’asil to me to apjily to me for loan from the Berhampore ('entral 
Co-operative Bunk, and I told them “it is not possible for us to advance 
, money Wause we are cautiously proceeding, because we do not propose 
to allow the depositors money to be lost in this wa.t which is lieing 
done tliere’’. Tiny said tln.t unlevss tiny got money their lands w’ould 
also lie fallow. I would have conceded to ihe inclusion of co-operative 
societies and others if Dr. San>al could put forward,.eome better .scheme 
in my presence for rehabilitating credit in the muffasil. If Dr. Sanyal 
could have taken upon himself the responsibility of financing 
the muft'asil people, certainly I would have agreed to the inclusion. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Are the co-operative societies now 
financing tl^m? ^ 

liauivi ABOUL BARI: They are. 

Dr. NALINAKBIIA SANYArL: What percebtagef — about per

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Mtulvi ABOUI. BARIS About .the oppreaeion m%iitioii6d' ' 
Dr. ftanyal 1 think he knows nothing about the working of the oo- 
operatiTe societies in the mufPasil. The co-operative society is not a 
lexnindar. It is not a viahajan and it is not its business to purchase ^ 
other people’s lands. So far as I know at present no co-operative 
society or no central bank has purchased anybody’s lands. Co*operative^ 
societies have given long instalments. They have not allowed any- , 
body’s lands to be purchased and the interest is also remitted in i^me 
cases. Therefore the ^charge that is levelled agaimf^ the co-operative 
society is absolutely baseless, unfounded and malieioilt«. Therefore 
that problem does nof arise. So far as the insurance companies are

Mr, SHAHEDALI: Mr. Speaker, Sir, the original Bill was improv- 
ed upon by the Select Committee and it was placed befo^'e the House 
for consideration and p4issing. To Mijisfy the European Group the 
Hon’ble l>alK)iir Minister i.s determined to undo what the Select Com- 
mittee wanted to do. He has been lalxmring hard to convince this 
Hou.se of the futility of inclusion of schedule<l banks, notified l)anks, 
co-operative societies, and like other institutions. He has submitted a 
number of amendments to the Bill, which, if accepted, will nullify the 
objects of the Bill altogether. 

Sir, the »xclusion of the .sche<luled and the notified luuiks from the 
Money-lenders Bill means the exclusion of 15 per cent, ol,, the debtors. 
Eurther, to exclude the C4>-operative .societies means the exclusion of the 
75 per cent, of the debtors. Further, it has been pn^vided in this Bill 
that once there is an award by a debt settleinent Ixmid the provisions of 
the Money-lenders Act shell not apply. The Hon’ble T^ilvmr Minister 
has been kind enough to table another amendment to define the term 
*‘agnmilturist” . If that amendment is accepted, then 50 per cen^. of 
the debtors will be again excluded. F now appears that the object of 
this Bill is to exclude all kinds of debtors from the provisions of this 
Bill, AVe cannot congratulate the Hon’ble Ministtfi^ for that. 

Now, there is a net-work of rural co-opersitive societies throughout 
the whole of Bengal. Many of the debtors have paid double the prin- 
cipal as interest, and still the societies demand more money for interest 
— not to .speak *of the principal amount. 

Sir, we ht^^r the Goverwaient often .speak that U<e object of these co- 
operative societies i.s not money-lending. This may be true so far as 
tbeoty i.s concerned, but, in practice, they demand their pound of flesh. 

ff the (ifevernment is really desirous and sanguine to do go<^ to the 
I)eople, it should come forward fh'st to relieve'" the indebtedneai of 
Bengal ; but instead '"o) that it is excluding all the creditors one by 
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oiM,>^iiicludi]jig the 0(M>peratiTe societies. The reason is bdst known to* 
the Bk>n*ble Labour Minister and his ooUeafrues and to the aub«ieadera 
of the Coalition Group. # 

The condiict of the member^ of the Select ('oinmittee cannot be 
explained..^ Mr. Abdul Bari admitted the ^other day that he had 
committed u blunder in supporting* the cause of the agriculfurists at ^ 
the cost of the middle-class people. Now, he has a number of bankei?, • 
friends which he had not at the time of submitting the n^port of ft he 
Select Committee. rural Bengal shall neither /iirgive nor forget 

this somereault ! * 

Mf« SURENDRA NATH BI8WA8* Mr. Speaker, Sir, I oppose 
the amendment of the Hon’ble Mr. Suhrawardy whereby lie wants to 
exclude from the operation of this Bill many other loan-giviifg insti- 
tutions such gs co-operative .societies, etc. 

Sir, I frankly confess that I am looking at this amendment from 
a point of view ciuite different from the points of view that have 
been advan(‘ed liy the previou.f speakers. 

Sir, the object of this Bill is to eontrol money-buiding. But 1 find 
that Grtveruiueiit haye already exempted fnun the operations of this 
Bill money-leinWiig hy the* scheduled banks and other hunks which* 
Government may notify hereaftiT. Now, Sir, by this ameiidifient 
GuveiTiment whnt to (*xclude the money-JeipIing husine.ss of many 
more credit institutions aifd Insurance companies of all classes. 1 
submit an<l a^s my honourable friend Mr. Shahedali also has pointed 
out, that if# all the.se institutions are thus taken out «)f the scope of 
this Bill, then th^ purpose of tliis Bill will he windly defeated. 

Now, Sii*, thi.s Bill iloes not purpfirt to he a miuisnie intendi*d to 
give immediate relief to- the agriculturists* The immediate and 
ur^nt relief the^' re(|uire is adv'ances of loans, 'j’his Bill has not*'** 
made any piovisio?» by which the iiM»ney-lenders — whether they are 
banks or whether they an* private parties nfav be indflc<*d to advanee 
money to those who need loans very badly at the present moment. 
Even the co-opera f*i4^e societies will not lend them* money at Uie 
present moment— not to speak of banks, including loan offic'es, or 
the private money-lenders. 

This Bill, however, j)ui*pi»FtH to give relief to the debtors j^oaning 
under the existing indebt^edness and also to make it cornpulsfu’v to 
lend to the borrowers ju on ey at a cheaper nAe of interest; th^t object 
may be served on\y^ to a very small exteilt. But if ail the credit 
institutions are gradually exempted from the operations of this Bill, 
then that obj^t also will, I am ,affaid,*be fnistri^d. * • 

Now, Sfe*, I would^ draw thej^alieiition of th| k<thoarable memben^ 
of this Hooae to one fact— it is that jnvidiomt distinction kas been made 
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*between badks and banks, and* between credit instituticftis and credit 
institution B. There is no denying? the fact that this invidious dis- 
tinction will do ^^reat haim to Society and to the (Country at larj^e. 
How? I shall presently explain. the exclusion of the scheduled 
banks and of some other banks which Government may be pleased to 
notify aifd also of the insurance societies, the co-operative societies and 
^the piovident societies means protection, then it will not be wrong* 
on t^e part- of the outside public and also of the banks which are not 
excluded, to realise that they were not being given protection or, in 
other wolds, ‘they will be hurt by the provisions of this Bill, If that 
be tile view taken by the public as well as 'b\ lliose credit insti- 
tutions which are not exempted from the opera! i(»n ot this Bill, then 
what will he the result? T am afraid, the non-sc'heduled banks will 
meet W'ith great run on everyone of them very soon after this Bill is 
pasf(ed *i,ito law. If this Bill is ])ass(Ml into law, the depositing public, 
witli whose money these hanks are run, will be b'd to believe that as 
these bunks have not betui given piotection as the\ aie not excluded 
from the provisions of this Bill, these lianks will fall to operate, 
(lonseciuently there will be a run on these banks— the result w'ill be 
that thesi' hanks will collajist* in n<' time. 

TIkui again. Sir, Mr. Bari has argiicfl tliat there should be some 
credit^ institutions in the country to sup^/iv ciedit trf* the people. If 
thaf b(‘ the obj(‘ctive of th(‘ imunbers of the (^oalition Party, may I 
not expect that they should considei* tin* fact that in th(‘ urban Uica 
it is tlu'se Jianks — I mean the banks whitli 7ir(‘ not yet scheduled banks 
— W’hich are mostly resjumsible for the* su])plv ot credit ^to the people 
in general and the non-commercial people in jnivtieular. If 

Mr. Bari and his eolhuigues want any cuedit instituticus to survive then 
it is these hanks. Now, if this Bill is passed into law, with the 
invidious distinction as npule or as piccposed to he made by tin* llon’ble 
‘•Mr. Suhrawardy, then there* is every likeliluMnl tiiat thei'e would he tun 
on tliese hanks and they would collapse very s<»on. * 

. , *• . 

Sir, our point of view' is this that wlien this Bill intends to eontiol 
money-lending — as nientioncMl in the prc'andib* am] tlie Statement of 
Glbjeots and Rebsons tluTe should he some imuiey-lending to be 
contiolled. Have (Government thought about that? What rea.son can 
there he to make a distinction between scheduled and non-scheduled 
banks i^nd to ^‘xedude tbe«former from fhe operations ot this Bill? 
There is no exeuse for that. There are also some other institutions 
which, I find, are going* to be excluded by t\jis amendment of the 
HotPble Mr.’-Subniwardy. but there is no earthly 'reason for excluding 
thefti either. Then, the turn of the non-scheduled banks also is to 
come. If 'Mr. Bari be consis'tent 'in his argument, he should say ,that 
♦all the credit institutions inclu4inf: j^ll banks •'should be excluded; 
otherwise bis^urguinput will be charged with inconsistency, I believe 
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tkat Mr. Bari will stick to his arg’ument fhat the haukN, which -use^ 
money of the'public in the shape of srtiall deposits from tliem at low 
rate ftf interest, should not be hurt. If that be the argument *of the 
ineiiil)er8 of the Coalition Party, I ifb not tind any reason w'hy they 
should not exflude the n on -sc he< lulled banks also. Now’, if in this way, 
all the credit institutions are exempteil. then, 1 think, no credit 
institutions will be left w•ho^e monev-lending will be controlltMl bv thisg 

Bill. . ' • 

I would now draw' the attention of tlie House to*another aspect of 
the case. 1 find the llon’hle Mr, Suhrawardy has aiready moved 
amendments toi’ exclusion not only of the si liediiled banks wdiich are 
mostly European-managed, but also of tin* hanks to be notified at the 
sweet ])leasiire of (Toverninent ami also of the iiisuiame sociidies, 
provident socdeties, and co-operative .societies; lu* will also move another 
amendment to exclude loans to la* advanced for the pun hase ^f lands 
or*for the con^struct ion ot house.s. All these exclusions are being made 
apparently with tin* idea that (‘Xilusion mi'ans protection. Now. if 
all such loanj and all these institutions are exclmhnl from the (ipi'ration 
of this Bill, and if th<^ predogi inant ly Hindu-managed non-scln‘duh‘d 
banks including loan oilices onlv remain within the provisions <d this 
Bill, W'ill it he unjust on the part of the Hindu public id this province 
to thin*ls tliat the jm‘sent ^linistiv aie <mt to eruhli the eeoiiomie 
strength of the llindus hy eru.''hing th(‘se hanks- -wh(‘n tlh*ir iiwh^sion 
means crushinjj? I do not heli(*ve that the inclusion of all the creilit 
iiil^tifutions means iTUshing; on the other 4iand. I should advocate 
that all the credit institutions should lie und(*f the purvyew of this 
Bill. But. if Tlovernment makes invidious distinction and exidmh'S 
all the cri^dit institutions except the small hanks and loan oflic»*H 
which are run ht the Hindus, then, as has already laaoi propagated 
in newspapers, the Hindus will have le^isous to lielieve tliat the pi'<*sent 
ITiui Cabinet is out to 'crush the economii# strength ot the Hindus. 
When the (^ahi^et will lx* charged with that motive the Hon’hl^ 
Mr.'Huq will not he able to me«‘t that idiarge. So, I submit that lest 
any communal tinge be given to this Bill* the Hon ble 

Mr. Suhrawardy should vvithdiaw his mot um and leave all other eiislit 
institutions except^he scheduled hanks in the same 4 *utegory, so tkat 
they may be placed on the .same footing. This is my argument against 
the exclusion of these credit institutions and 1 hope that this argument 

W’ill have some effect on the members on th^ opp<.)8it(* side.

Mr. i. N. CUPT/k: Sir, I had not the irftentimi of speakijig on this 
occasion, but I find*that many of our friends hajre .set toi*th n^iasons for 
opposing the exclusion of co-operativ’e credit societies. ^ Sir, Iheir 
exeonination of the subject is perhaps confined to a limited scope, if it 
is extended to a wider scope, th#y ^rcwld find th^t this system has been 
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f ^oi immense good io workers’ and labourers. As a trade unionist, what 
we are anxious is to make provision for the benefit of the Vorkers. The 
first tiling we consider is to start co-operative credit societies in orBer to 
solve the financial difficulties of Ihe workers. I know the cxinstituency 
that I represent — they have got (‘o-op<irative societies. Since they have 
organised these 80 ( ieties, they have derived much benefit opt of them. 

^ I know tfiere have been cases in which had there not been any co-opera- 

' ftive credit society, t^ey could not have got their daugliters married, they 
coi#5d not jierforiy the sradh ceremony, they could not arrange for the 
education of their children, they c(»uld not lielp,.their friends who were 
in difficulties and they could not escajje from the clutches of the Kabulis. 
Some of my friends have spoken about tlie exor\)itant rates of interest 
charged hy c(»-opcrutive cre<lit societies, hut I know there are societies 
who charge 5 or (i per cent, interest. If the members desire to bring 
down the ratt‘ of interest, they do it without incnaisiiig the rate of 
dividemV. What is the (o-oj»erative system*:^ If you examine the lii>torv 
of thi‘ country whcie co-opci'ati\e movement has fiourislied yj>ii will find 
that to-day they are eontrolling the mone} marKet ; tjjere may be 
defects where the societies are not propeily ^uneMo?nng but they are 
not the defects of the s('hem(\ hut the l^ettMls of the persons who have 
8ele(*t(Ml the men who are entrusted witli tlie work. I know tl»at the 
uehievemeuts of these societies ate so great that now-a-<hiys in eveiy 
office, ill every place, they aie seriously /•onsideriiig , the ne(essity of 
starling co-operative societies to sa\t‘ the woikms from tlu' difficulty 
of borrowing money froni jirivate persons at high rates ot interest. 
Tlierefore, 1 (amsidty that thosi* member^ who have criticised the 
amendment stating that these eo-opt‘iativ(‘ sodelit's ai^doing a lot ot 
mischief have looked to only one side* ot tin* picture. If^ to 

the other side of picture, they will find that really^^iiiueh benefit has 
been done by these societies. This is the only ieaM)n why I cannot hut 
supjKirt the amendment. 


The Hofi’bie Mr. MUKUNDA BEHARY MULLIOK: I had not 

the least intention of intervening in this debate hail it not been for 
some of the allegations made by my friends — absolutely unfounded and 
baseless allegations. 


Dr. (4ALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: May I submit that the Hon’ble 
Minister in charge of Op-operative Credit should s]>eak later on, 
because theife are some members who want to speak. My friend 
Mr. JBokaiuagari want® to speak.

Mr. 8REAKER: 1 am afraid' his name was not given befwe. 
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TIM HM’bto Mr. MilKUNDA BEHARY MULI^IOK: My fntnda^ 

Dr. Nalinaks^a Sdnyal, Mr. Kasik Lai Biswas and Mf. Dhirendra 
Nath^ Datta have said in an uhstrart manner that the Co-ojJtrative 
I>epartmeiit is priiilty of very frreat oppression and they charge a very 
high rate* of anterest. I would ^ol like to stiy anything against what 
has been said hv luy friends Mr. Hasik Lai IHswas and Mr. Dhirendra 
Nath Datta for I know that they Have no concern whatsoever* with any^ 
co-operative societies in this province, but 1 expected Dr. Sanyul as % 
student of e<‘ononiic8 to say something more of a tlefinite nature about 
the co-operative movt^iueiit existing in this pnnince to-day. These 
are the allegations that have been levelled against thf co-operative 
movement, and 1 will*trv to answer them in a few minutes. 


When this movement was introduced in this country about *12 
years ago, it cannot be deni»‘d that the rate ot interest which was \ised 
to be charged from the agric\ilturists (as much as (U) to 70 cent.) 
was brought down to 12 to IT) per cent. That is a fact which cannot 
l)e denied by any one who has the least pretention of knowing any- 
thing about ^he c(»-o])erativ(‘ societies. 


Dr. NALINAK8HA SAN Y At: Do you take credit for thatP 

The Hon’bl6*Mr. MUmiNDA SENARY MULLICK: I « shall 
point out to the House as to how this movement has been functioning 
in*this ])rovin(^. It has been said b\ my friends Mr. *1. X. (lupta a« 
also by Manlvi Abdul Hari^wlio is the ('hairman*of one of^he Di.striet 
Central Banins ^lat scune people form themselves on a voluntary basis 
into a co-(^)erative society and get it registerecl iiniler the existing 
Indian Act II of* 1912 for the pur|M)se ol fielping tlnunselves abou| 
tlieir immediate needs. Ihey, alter tlie> have formed the societies and 
got them registered as -such, borrow money from the Central Banks 
ami after they have done *< 0 , they hmd the money to the individurii"' 
members thereofT 

So far as the rate <d interest is eoneerned, it (fj*pendH upon the 
rate at which the Provincial Bank the apex hank which (siters to the 
finaneial needs of file co-operative movement in this province, can ^nd 
money. If it can find money at dj per cent. I am sure Dr. Sanyal will 
not deny that the (Vntral Bank can have this money at 2 per ceht. 
margin; that is to say, the Provincial Co-ciperative Baji^k cun#idvun4;e. 
money to the eeiitrul Iwiiks nurnhering^ IIH w’hieh are functioning in 
the province to-day, |t p lo per cent. ?f that, is the position, and 
if the <*o-operative,oentra] banks can hav#* their ^loney fnHu the Provin- 
cial Bank at this rate, they can by keeping just enough to maintain 
thepselves and to keep their esfablislirnents in order, furnish the 
Tillage* societies their^required iponej^ at 7 to 7j per cent. • 
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f Qr, NALIHAKjIHA SANYAL: Why take such a hypothetical 
case ? ' • ^ 

The Hon’ble Mr. MUKyNDS\ BEHARY MULLICK: Because 
you don’t know. 

^ Dr. KALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Don’t play on imagination. 

The Hon’bl. Mr. MuKUNOA BEHARY MULLiOK: The societies 
advance to tlieir individual memhers money at t^e rate of 8 to 9} per 
cent. At the present moment each individual member is charged at 
95 per cent, and not more. Therefore, so far as the loud talks of my 
friends there about the high rates of interest are concerned, I can say 
that tliey are alwolutely unfounded and they have not been able to 
cite a single case in which a higher rate of interest was charged. 

So far as the co-operative societies are concerned, the matters of 
their disputes are referred to the arbitrators. They give an award and 
it is aj)parent that regard bc'ing had t<» the stringent financial condi- 
tions of the village societii's, they cannot go to civil courts to have their 
disputes s<‘ttled and they d(3pend upon the awards given by the 
arbitrators, who are appointed f<u‘ tlie ])iirpose. 

So far as Act II of 1912 is concerned, the .societies wdiich are still 
functioning will have to work on an uiilimited basis. The House 
knows that I have introdu<‘ed a Hill of a compr(*h(‘nsive character, and 
we intend to have socic^ti vs founded on limited liability basis as well. 
8o far as the existing societies are concerned when they an* formed 
on an unlimited liability l>asis, it is apimrent that the piembers are 
expected to keep a watch over one anollier in order to keep them 
within the bounds of thrift and economy. 

In the next plact* it follows that the cn*ditors and tlie borrowers are 
practically the same persons. They borrow from the central banks, 
**and then lend to the individual members and then *hey realise from 
them. 1 ask in all seriousness where the (juestioii of oppression arises? 

^Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Then why exciude them? 

The Hon'm Mr. MUKUNDA BEHARY MULLICK; As regards 
the question of there being an account, it ought to be a matter of 
common' knowl^ige to those who have taken an interest in the co-opera- 
tive credit movement and in co-operative institutions in this province, 
how the}? are frequently audited, but it may be a piece of news to my 
friends who talk so lord, (Cries of “ofc” arid “ooh” “ooh.”) 

Mr. BPEAMBR; I would sug^eat to both these gentlemen to 
leave the House and gu to the n^arest ’garden available, (Laughter.) 
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Tlw Hoii’kli Mr. MUKUNDA BEHARY MULLICKi audl* " 

therelore the question of furnishing* seperate accounts or supjfVessing 
Accounts does not arise. • 

As regard the question of lealisation of licence fee if it is to be 
done fron^ a number of societies that are functioning to-day — over 
20,000 of them in all — at the rate of Rs. 5 per society, it woxlld corner 
to one lakh of rupees and it is very difficult for t||ese rural societies to * 
find this heavy sum. Now I have said — and I woy’t be justified in 
taking up the time of lIou.se unnecessarily — thnt the rate of interest 
at which the village society member is now paving liis liability is n vt'r 
more than 9 to 10 per cent. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Then why is Mr. Bari paying more? 

Tfm HonHiie Mr. MUKUNDA BEHARY MULLICK: If any 

further assurance is wanted from me at this stage, I do S4iy here and 
now that if tliere is an\ case where a higher rate of interevst is charged 
ond if that case is brought t<f my notice, 1 will see that it is not so 
done. The pro[K)sid is to lower the mte wherever fmssihle. 

Mr,* Dhirendra Npth Datta has sai<l that the Debt Settlement Bmird 
where if has be«n established cannot eflfectively deal with these^<lebts. 

I am* extremely sorry that he should have been so ignorant of the t^xist- 
ing facts. N<tt only hiive we got ordinary debt settlement Inwirds 
w hich deftil wdth these debt.e, but we have also established sljecial Ixxards 
in connection jpith e^ich (’entrat Btink in the province, so tliat the 
debts of tljese co-operative society menihers might be more speedily 
dealt with. I m^ tell mv friend Mr. Rasik Lai Biswas that when the 
debts are brought before these Boards, they are brought down wiihir? 
the paying capacity of .individual debtors and the whole amount is 
spread over a number of years in instalments, and is made a pait 
the aw'ard. The* question whether it would dejjend uj)on the consent 
of tfie Registrar does not arise. .If is no dtubt true section dl of 

this Act indicates that the final award dejiends upon the sanction of the 
responsible officer the department, but since we have got a spefj^al 
Board established for each Central Bank, of whic h the Chairman is the 
Co-operative Officer attached to that Bank, the question of consent doef» 
no more arise. Therefore, the position is that these Boards have he^en 
bringing dowm the debts within the paying ^;apaeity of Die deflAors and 
spreading them over a certain numlber of years. I suHimit, therefore, 
that the allegations f^hich have been mad^ are absolutely lAifounded 
and made without .amy k||pwledge of the working of the.# co-operative 
societies. fDr. Nalinaksha Sanyal: Why do you exclude these^ co- 
opejative societies then?) If there is* any source from which the 
agricuRurists in the fnterior cyi Axgect to havj» credit to meet theif 
ordinary demands, it is the co-operative societieseand l« maintain this 
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'I>ecau6e of the fact that this year, the co-operatiTe societies have t)een 
caterin'ti: to the financial needs of our agriculturists inasmuch m the 
Provincial Bank has lent out seveml lakhs of rupees to the Central Banks 
to meet the crop loan demands of the agriculturists. With these words, 
Sir, I would support the motion of my friend, the Hon’ible 
Mr. Suhl^wardy. I don’t like to add anything more excef)t that the 
, allegations of my friends to my left are absolutely without any 
fou|>datfon. '

Th« Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Sir, after the speed, of 
the Hoi> ble Minister in rlny’^e (»f the Cn-operative Defmrtment it is not 
ijece*j8ary for me to say anythinif in justification of my umentlvient. 
Jhit we have listened to a loud speech by the honourable member who 
giories in the name of iloktynagari, justifyin^*the name of ihe city from 
which he hail^ It has not buen possible undoubtedly* fur iiiiu to 
ap])reciu\e tFle amendment that I have tiilbled in rej^ard to section 20; 
otherwise fie w’oidd not have stated that scheduled bunks huvinj,ip been 
excluded it is ojien to private creditors to sell their dell.ts to (he ibunkw 
and get them realised through the banks. 1 hope that by the time the 
Bill finishes he .will have appreciated the .significance of that umen^ 
ment. From hi§ sjieech it is apjiarent to every one in this House thft 
he fs a debtor of the co-o]»erative society — n debtor who is anxious not 
to pay his debts. The purpose Nif this Bill, let me t*ell my friends on 
the other side, is not to helji persons who desire to escape from their 
just liabilitjes but^t is to help persons who are poor, trho are distreiflied 
and who need relief, not to help persons who want to take advantage 
of legislation for the jmrpo.se of feeding fat their non-payment 
mentality (Mr. XihareniA’ Dr'cr^ Ma^^'muar : Taiok at vour own 
colleagues) * 

I will now come to Dr. X'alinaksha Sanyal. T reallj do%ot know 
in what capacity Dr. Sanyal speaks on the floor %f this House. I gould 
have uirderstood his speech, had h^fceeij following the prerf’ession -of a 
lawyer^ namely, that jrith equal facility he can speak on both sides of a 
question. 
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• • • Now, Dr. ^anyai to-day has spokea about some insurance companies 

and mutual insurance companies’ and has, in rather vague terms, given 
examples of their petty dealings. Dr. Sanyal’s view tp-day is that we 
shoulfl not exclude institutions but consider the exclusion from the 
point of view of the debtor. He, therefore, objects to thcT exclusion of 
this institution. But now this is w’hat Dr. Sanyal says in bis Minute 
Dissent to the Bill: “The dealings of Joint Stock Banks, Insurance 
' Companies, Building. Societies, etc., and all Registered Corporations 
havf been sul^ected to the same restrictive conditions as those of village 
money-lenders, “ This Minute of Dissent has b‘=‘en written from the 
point of view that the Select Committee has erred in not excluding 
them from the ])urview of the Bill. “If the Bill in its present form is 
passed into law”, continues Dr. Sanyal, “the development of sound 
banking in the country will be seriously jeopardi^d and prohaibly the 
structure of the entire money market will he shattered; and those in 
need of ("Tedit for industrial, commercial and agricultural pursuits wjll 
be the greatest sufferers.” And this Dr. Sanyal to-day' tells us that 

* by the exclusion of hanks, insurance comimnies, and similar other 

institutions (Dr. Nalinaksha Sanyal: Don’t misquote me) (loud 

noise from the (’oalifion (troup and cries cf “No interruption, 
please”)— — 

Dr. Sanyal has not been able to cite a single instance of an insuram*e 
r,om])any lending money to agriculturists at unconscionable or cbnscion- 
able 'rates and consequently all bis remarks are of little avail. But 1 
am glad that Dr. Sanyal has brought to the notice of thi^ House a'vtn’ 
curious provision cont joined in the Bihar Mcney-lenders’ Bill by which 
that Legislature lias given complete powers to the Pr«nincial Govern- 
ment by notification to suspend any money-lender or class, of money- 
fenders, any class or (‘lasses of loans, or the whole of the Act or any 
part of the Act. Dr. Sanyal suggests that this (tovernment should also 
have taken such powers unto itself, and theip it would not have been 
-I^ccessary for us to move these various amendments. I am perfectly 
certain that if we were to ask for such powers. Dr. Sanyal and bis whole 
party would have^ gone u)> iu flames. But let me tell them that we do 
not want such p{»ucrs. AVe do not think that the provision of these 
powers in the Bihar Money-lenders’ Act will do go.od to the Act itself 
or to its adminisfration. Fndoubtedly these j)owers have been taken 
by the Provincial Government, because the Provincial Government does 
pot feel itself .satisfied that that Bill is going to do good. The Provin- 
cial (hiMi^rnmei^t of Bihar Ks not certain that the Bill which it has put 
through the liegislature at the instam'e of its members may not have to 
be suspeuled or withdrawn, and consequently it hgs taken these powers. 
We are mote sure of jjur Sill than they. I may tell him that we do 
pot want those powers. We are certain of our position, we know what 
w© are goin^ to do, we have g6t some foresight and we come with clean 
bands before the Assepbly and tell t^em that Siis is how we '^should 
proceed in order thatMjredit institutions may be conducted properly. 
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Now, Sir^ I come hack (o' i-o-operative aoci^ies f«jr a inoifaentt • 
It is merely to reply to an interjection which has (‘ome from ^several 
mam1>ers of the .other side that if co-jperative socielies are not proving 
any evil to the people, why not include them within the purview of this 
Act. That fs not the way in ifhich this A(*t should he c'onsidered. 
This Art tis a. restrictive Art and it contains certain clai^ses which 
hamper and restrict the payment of money. Now, we shouW look aV 
them from this point of view — not why not inclinle them, but whot it * 
your justification for including theiii>^ Suppose theie is|fin angel Vho 
has done no harm to«any bmly — would you say that inasmuch that 
angel does not do any, harm, why not imlude that angel within the 
purview of this Act. That is not the point of viev\ that we have got 
to consider. We are here making provision in order to curb the 
rajiacity of those mo^ey-lenders and those institutions which have done 
harm to the people; and we have got to look at it from this iK)int of 
view that only such institutions ami jiervons shall la* included within 
the purview of tliis Act whosi* activities have g(d to he restricted. 1 
must state l^en* that co-operative >oeieties are governed hy the Co- 
operative vSoeieties Act, and if these Ma*ietics <lo not operate properly, 
we can govern them hy aim‘n (fing that Act. If still fh CSC co-operative 
societies do not function as thc.v ought to. well, we have the Hill before 
us and there is alw^vs room tor amendments.

One would purchase J^nd for the purpose^ of building 
a hbustfand if a loaii^is advanced subjeet to repaymenjt by instalments 
extending over a period of ten yeafs^it is quiteeclear that when one h 
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^pur|]ia8ing a land ynder thoi^e conditions he is not doing it as a joke but 
as aYjusiness proposition. This* will, I hope, prevent the^mere purchase 
of land by persons and mere advances of loans to persons for th^s pur- 
chase of land without any idea o^constructing a house thereon : firstly, 
because it is confined to the municipal areas, and secondly because 
land is never purchased on such terms. Now it has beep suggested 
, to me, jor instance, that we ought to prevent arable lands from 
d>eing purchased for the purpose of building a house thereon. But so 
far'’ds the question of purchasing arable land and building a house thereon 
is concerned, it is well looked after by the Bengal Tenancy Act. With 
these words t commend this amendment to the consideration of the 
House.

We are at our wit’s end when we find 
Mr. Suhrawardy coming with a revic.ed draft and not prepared to move 
the original -clause {JO) (/) as he proposed to take up some time back. 
Ju this draft the Hon'ble JiV. Suhrawardy wants to give relief to building 
societies and to other organisations that function siaiilarly. I move 
the following amendment to this amendment that after the whole clause 
add the following words, viz., “and do not carry interest exceeding 9 per 
cent, per annum. “ The idea is very clear. We have already explained 
that so far as tlie functional division of loans are concerned, the Con- 
gress Party is prepared to examine particular classes of loans and to find 
oiil whether from the point of view of maximum social justice, it is 
desirabP or no* to exclude such a loan from the operations of the Act. 
We think that the problems of housing of the poor and middle class 
members^of the society are so acute that it would be helpful to exclude 
such loans as^wpuld gp to help such housing, particularly when we find 
tha^ the instalments proposed will be for ten years and more. But, at 
the same time, we do not feel happy to find that the Government not only 
wants to exclude such Joans from the operation of clauses for repajmient 
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«nd refund, but Governinent proposes to*exclude G ^ ron^tW* 

. einuses relating to maxiunim rate of interest. We, submit thfyj * the 
Igan Ss to be ti'eated as productive, it will cease to be prcKluctive if 
a high rate of interest is permitted on such loan and consequently we 
deeire to put* a maximum limi#. AVe would have put a limit at 
probably l^ss tjian 9 per cent., but having considered the circjimstances 
prevailing in the country and particularly the fact that repi^'ment 
proposed by instalments extending over periods ot ten years and more,* 
we have made the concession in the rate of interest and 1 have proposed 
a maximum rate of 9 per cent. AVe conceive, ho%\ever, that as a result 
of competition betweei^ several insurance companies as well as building 
societies, this rate of interest will in actual prai'ticc he considerably 
reduced. Therefore we propose that these words be added towards the 
end of the paragraph and the whide edause will then read as follows: — 

“That a loan advanced to any person for the purchase orW'onstruc- 
tioji of a house within the limits of the area defined by 
clause (7/) of section ‘1 of the ("alcutta Municipal Act. 192?!,

Sir, I would like tf).add a few words more, Jnd I will finish. •We have, 
some difiSculty in accepting the extension of suck privileges to land in 
general and to all municipalities, because I know of many municipal^ies 
in Bengal where a verv large part of the municfiiality is under agricul- 
tural oV™‘ioo»* There is a vejy *jkstantial pr.portion of land undet 
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omfrfculture ija murficipalities as, for example, in Satkhira, which is 
Mr. n^hemy’s municipality, and in municipalities like Maheshpur, 
Eotchandpur, and even big.-municipalities like Santipuy and Berhampur 
have a substantial part where agriculture is pursued. (Maulvi Abdul 
Bahi : No, not in Berhampur). Yes,'' yes, there is. JIT? 

toItokTW (laughter.) 

V Sir, my friend Mr. Bari lives in a part of the Berhampur Municipality, 
'within a stone’s thniw of which agricultural operations are pursued, and 
yet I am surj^rised that he seeks to question my statement. However, 
let that go. 

I feel, Sir, that this addition of “limits of land for the construction 
of a house thereon” might lead to some evasion of the provisions which 
really are meant for building houses for middle class and poorer people 
in comparatively growing municipalities. And yet we do not like to 
oppose yhis amendment moved by the Hon’ble Mr. Suhrawardy only 
becau.se the words “for the construction of a house thereon” are men- 
tioned, but it would probably be better if, in the course of his reply, 
the Hon’ble Minister himself made it clear as to what proportion of such 
land should have houses built upon. H', for example, a person gets a 
very large area under him and states that lie will have a house built 
thereon, and on some corner ha.s a small house, and the whole area 
is practically under agriculture he gets a loan tor agricultural purposes 
andyst he may not be governed by the provisions of tlie Act. 

I would like the Coalition Party to have this matter further thrashed 
out, and if they do not like to have such agriculturists excluded — agri- 
oulturists 'dho carry on the work of agriculture just on the suburbs of 
certain municipalities and who have got to borrow money for such agri- 
•cultural purposes — then I think they would lie well advised to move a 
•further amendment. (Mr. Fazlvr, K.vhman : Are you< serious about 
your amendment?) So far as my amendment is concerned, 
I think that you will elil agree that the limitation of the rate of 
interest is something which is very, very necessary, ^^nd to keep that 
rate of interest uncontrolled would mean much greater hardship than 
relief that the Bengal Moiiey-Lender.*> jlill is intended to give.

Miulvi ABU H088AI|i 8ARKAR: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I beg* to 
oppose the amendment moved by the Hon’ble Mr. Suhrawardy as well 
as the aJ)ort-notice amendment to that amendment, moved by my 
friend Ih*. T^linaksba Sanyal, because, I think^tbat both the amend- 
meiyts have been moved in the interest of the credifors only — in short, 
the' creditcra' side has been considered but no consideration has been 
l^iven to the middle-class people and the laboiirers who live in ^ the 
municipal areas. 
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Sir, the p^pvisions of the Money-leiulerg Bill, as \ undarstand diem/ * 
are*^ minimize the old debts as well as to minimiie the futniw^atea 
of interest prevalent in the couutrj^ but, unfortunately, amendments 
after amendyients have been moved and various things have l^eem 
excluded from the scope of the Bill. (A voice from the Congreaa 
benches: *Ev*ything has been excluded.) One of my friends frook 
the Congress side suggests that everything has been excludecf. If thi#^ 
amendment is carried, Sir, the iiiiddle-class people — the subordipatd 
officers, the clerks, the doctors, the lawyers, as well^s the labourers — 
will not get money for building their houses in the nnimoipal areas at 
lower rate of intere^. Botli the Hon* hie Mr. Suhrawardy and 
Dr. Sanyal are considering the interest of the cre<litors and the bankerS|. 
but they are not considering the hardships of the middle-class ])eople» 
who like to build bouses in the municipal areas. Even the labourera 
who like to get their houses built within the municipal urea.s^would be 
completely ak tlie mercy of the money-lenders and the hankers. They^ 
will have to borrow money at the contractual rate, and tliey will not 
get any ben/fit out of this measure a.s it was intended that they should^ 
at the beginning, I mean whe?i the Bill was introduced. On the other 
hand if any man is siied for his old debt, be will not get the benefit of 
the instalments, wliich are proposed in some lat(‘r clauses. So, Sir, I 
again a^^sert thi^ tins amen^lmeiit, if carried, will be detrimental to, the 
interests of tlie middle-class j)c<»j)le, the lawyers, tin* docto]% the 
labourers, and such other middle-class people who may like to btiild 
their houses in municii)al ^reas.

So, Sir, that the amendment of the Hon'hlc Mr. Suhrawardy 

as well as the amendment ot Dr, San>al ^'hould he rejected by the 
House. • • 

With these 4ew words, Sir, I oj»j»ose both the amendments. • * 

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR IaNYAL: * Mr. Np«iiLr, Sir, I hog to 
Oppose the amenf^juent of the Hon 'hie Mr. Suhrawardy, l>ecaufa* unle(Mi> 
he accepts* the short-notice amendment which has* been moved* bjr 
Br. Sanyal. this aiuendiuent will open out a fl(K>d-gatc of litigation. 

Sir, in Mr. Suhrawardy V amendment^ only the purpose has bee» 
stated. He has given out that if certain bmus are i1icurre(f for the 
purposes of bouse building, they will be excluded from the operatiojiS 
of this Bill. I suljiuit. Sir, that it is ve*r>*eas.v tor or(^nary people U> 
dodge the provisions of the Money-lenders Bilt by stating tbat^every 
loan is a loan incurred for purposes of house construction, tecause^ there 
is*nothlng in the amendment of the Hon'ble Mr. Suhrawardy which 
l^uarantees against this dodge.* It lis amendiH^t is ^ccepted without 
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^ \he Ibrther amendment of Dr. Sanyal, tlie effect will be tkat every loan 
tranaaction will be described as a transaction for house bui^^ding 
purposes, because there is Nothing in this amendment of the Hon'ble 
Mr. Suhrawardy which compels a gua;*antee that, in effect, such loans 
should be so invested. Therefore, Sir, if it is expected that these loans 
should be<^ excluded from the operations of the Bengal Money-lenders 

, Bill, then in order to minimise or exclude the dodging of the Money- 
fenders Bill it is only proper in the interests of the debtors that the 
amendment of Dr? Sanyal should be accepted. ^ 

Th6 Hon’blo Ht 8* SUHRAWARDY: I did not expect, Sir, 
much (‘larification on the issues frorii tlie opposite side, because actually 
these building societies and building loans are a very recent innovation 
in this country. Elsewhere, for instance in London, these building 
societies nave grown up to a very large extent and are a real boon «to 
those persons who have not got enough (“ash and enough resources to 
build hou.ses for themselves, and we hope, Sir, tJ^at by the 
exclusion of such building loans by building societies and by 
any other organisation that advance loans like these we may give 
some encouragement to the building of houses for the ])enefit of the 
middle-class people or even of the working classes who cannot afford to 
lay out sufficient resources to build houses for themselves. Now, Sir, 
the aVnendment of Dr. Sanyal shows that he has not even studied how 
these building societies operate. In the first place, 1 am averse to 
laying down any interest other than the interest which we shall lay 
down under se(‘tion 2t)(/i) " 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: Will that apply r 

Th« Hofl'ble Mr. H. 8. SUHRAWARDY: Becai se if we do so, 

various other exclusions may crop up for which different rates of interest 
may have to be provided for. In the second place, building societies and 
loans of this kind operate on the basis of compound interest from the 
beginning to the end. The whole basis of these loans is compound 
interest similar t() insurance companies, and, therefore, you are really 
stultifying the clause for exclusion if you say that it will carry 9 per 
cent, interest. Mr. Sanyal is right in saying that owing to competition 
between ^cieties, the interest actually will be very much less. It is 
not a question of interest being less or more, but the question is that 
the system of interest and the whole system of giving loan rests on 
its own speciol basis. I would request the House that before they 
go off suggesting these limitations, they should study each subject in 
rega/d to ^hich the limitation is "being made. It has been stated 
that if we do not limit the interest, it will work a ^eat deal of hardship 
on somebody or other. So far as loans of building societies are 
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^ ooncernedy th%y do not stand on the stMiie footingr as \< r-* 

lendai:^. Persons who go to money-lenders are compelled to* to 
them because they need money. The Money-lenders Bill is for the 
purpose of protecting persons yho have not got resources and who 
must resoij to loans for the purpose of keeping themselves going and 
inasmuch ’as they are in a condition in which they camiot help 
themselves, it is right and proper that Government should* regulate** 
such loans. But in the (*ase of huihling sociefies, these will oiily 
affect those who actually go to them for the purpos? of raising loans. 
Nobody compels you ?o go and rai.se such loans from these so(*ieties; 
nobody compels you fo have a house of your own. As a mutter of 
fact, this has not yet become a fashion in thi^ country and actually 
it will not affect anybody unless the person himself goes and 
deliberately raises a loan for the purpose of building a house. As 
building societies are at present constituted and as th(‘v #re run, 
they have got most (‘oiuplicate<l table> witli reganl to their 
system of loans and liow the instalments are worked out and how' 
the payments that are nuule by the parties (*arrv <*ompound 
interest in the same manner as»the outstandings until at a certain time 
they balance. These matters cannot be explaineil satisfactorily by one 
. wdio is.not a mathematician and does not know higher niuthenialics or 
by a iierson to House conyiosed of gentlemen w’ho also are not versed 
in higher mathematics themselves. Now, as I stated, the systi^n of 
these- societies extremely eomplicated and us we propose to exclude 
them altogether, we w'ill i^low them to worl? out their own destinies. 
(Dr. N.\lin.4KSH\ S.\ny.\l: can you linnt them fo building 

societies}’) a; cause you need not go to a buibling so<-iety if you do not 
w^ant to build a house. Nobody compels you to go there, nobody 
catches you W the scruff of your n^c'k fo take loans from such societies^ 
Neither is there «o much ncccs.^ity to do so. In the casi* of a poor man 
wjio has got to go to a money-lender for the purpose id borrow! rig 
money, real nectssity drive.s him to go there and take loan. But in*a * 
case of this nature, nobody catches you b^ the scruff of y()ur neck to 
take loans. It is for you to decide whether you desire to have your 
own house or not jnd you are not cxjinpelled by necessity to take loans. 

If you do not like the terms, you may refuse to take* the loan. At a 
matter of fact, the terms that are offered by building societies that do 
exist appears to l>e sufficiently attractive for persons to go to thfm 
and many persons have been* able to build houses for^ theintjjflves by 
having recourse to such societies, who up to the present moment 
might have been paying rent to their l^ndlords^ most of vhom are 
to be found in the^opposite benches. If buiWing^societiefsare excluded, 
many persons who are at present paying house-rents will be ahte to 
hav^ houses of their own, and theV shffuld have opportunities tr* get 
loans ’from such scfcieties. (J)r# ^alinaksh^ Sawyal: Building 
societies were not in your picture. Rai« Habjsndka Nath 
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^ •ChaVdhuri : , You are trying tp delude the House.) It yas not in the 
pictwe* Building societies were overlooked by Govempiient. 
Building societies are, as Jc' bav^ stated, not widely prevalent at the 
present moment. The attention of Government towards the exclusion 
of these building societies was directed by the various amendment which 
have beep sent in. While these amendments were examined, noted 
^\hat therti were some societies which were carrying on this business 
^04. which should be excluded. So Government thought it fit to exclude 
them. * 


Mr. dOGESH CHANDRA GUPTA: Sir, the speech of the Hon’ble 
Mr. Suhrawarjy has made it quite clear that such short-notice amend- 
ments ought not to be taken up for consideration. He has made 
utat/ements which — he will excuse me if I say — are reckless. He has 
tried to Compare the interests of a borrower and of those who are 
required to borrow for the purpose of building. I think, he is aware 
that the Calcutta Corporation and also other municipalities have 
enacted laws and by-laws which require that persons wdll have to make 
purcd buildings. They cannot have corrugated sheds and other things 
on a public road. Therefore, in such cases, they are compelled to build 
according to the requirements of the municipal by-laws, and that is also 
a compulsion. * 

f/ 

In the next place, he ought to realise that people who build houses, 
not only build for theipselves but also for others who want to hire houses 
for the purfiose of dwelling. Therefore, the necessity 0^ giving facili- 
ties for the purpose of construction of buildings cannot be under- 
estimated, and he has done so because, in a hurry, he has not been able 
to consider the question in all its bearings. 


, Moreover, I say that he has confused the House. We have not been 
able to follow whether he is going to make Chapter Yl\ that is, regard- 
ing interest, applicable to them. At one stage, we thought that he did, 
but at another stage, we thought that they are to he left free to have 
compound interest, to have interest according to higher mathematics, 
progressive interest and all those sorts of things. How are we to make 
our decision under such circumstances? This is a point which I want 
you to consider before asking us to vote qn the subject. *

Maulvi ABqUL*BARI| I want to build a house in Calcutta, if 
possible. ^ 

• I do not really understand the speeches made from that side. 
Though they were speaking on behalf of the af?riculturisj^, they knew 
in their heart of hearts that Aiey were not talking about the agri- 
culturists ^t all. In saying this 1 imdude Mr. J. (\ (iupta also. We 
are not con^nct^ that any w'ord of sense was uttered regarding thjs 
reasons that were advanced in favour of the irudusion of those persons 
who advanced money for the building of 4ioiises. Now, Sir, it is a 
well-known fac^ that not only in Calcutta but in mufassa! areas adso^ 
th^e are contractors who are building houses for people on instal- 
ments. For example, if I want to builtl a house* for my own use 
and I cannot pay at a time the entire amount, there are people who- 
will advance mo^ey to be realised in instalment*. Thai certaiinly 
stands in aid of those who do not want to live in rented houses. Doet 
it^ in any way affect the agriculturists whether the5^ live in munioipal* 
or non-municipal areas? refsonally, I wcipld have gone a styi further 
and would have said that there ought not to be any r&triciion regard- 
ing the areas — municipal or non-munici|)al» I think that grould have 
been better. But the amendment stands, it stands an a very good 
footing and no exception can be taken to it. f think that the amend- • 
ment is well thought *out, well reasoned, and well tbalanced, inadlnucb 
as it enables so maffy people to in tbeir^own houses by payi^ig 
lor them iu instalments. 
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* Mr. G. MORGAN: I want to know, as this new ameedment brings 
in the faunicipalities in the mufassal and as the point has been laised 
by some of my friends over tlf^re about dhan-khHs being within 
municipal limits, when a loan is ad^^nced for the purchase of such 
lands, is there to be a time-limit within which the house must be 
constructefd ?

Mr. G. MORGAN: Unless that is so, the object of the Money- 
lenders Bill will be defeated. 

Mr, J. W, CHIPPENDALE: I find it difficult to follow what is 
being done in the House. I really want to know one matter so that 

1 can un&'erstand both the amendment of the Hon'ble Mr. Suhrawardy 
as well as the amendment of my friend Dr. Sanyal, and it is this: 
are these building societies being brought within the purview of the 
Act or are they being exempted? If they are being exempted, it is 
high time that some amendment should be brought in in order to 
bring these societies within the purview of the Act so as to restrict 
the interest that may be charged. If, on the otlier hand, they come 
within the Act, then of course the Act will automatically provide for 
the interest. I cannot myself make out what is going on. I know 
that we do not want mopey-lenders to go on charging*^ an exorbitant 
rate of interest. Sim^arly, w^e do not wan't building societies of any 
kind whatsoever whether within the 'municipal area orvputside it to 
-charge any exorbitant rate of interest. If they are within the purview 
of the Act, let the Act lay down the rate of interest, but if they are 
outside the scope of the Act, this is ‘the time to specify the maximum 
rate of interest. So, I trust that the Hon’blc Mr. Suhrawardy will 

. ki^adly make it plain as to what is the intention of ‘the Government 
with reference to the short-notice amendment that he has brought -in.

8UHRAWARDY: Mr. Morgan asxed with 
regard to the^ building society and I am giving him a reply. 

Mr. G. MORGAN: I did nbt usk that. Witli rtderence to the fact 
that .the rural municipalities' are brought withiu the Act. I say (hat 
•most municipalities hi Bengal have got agricultural lands within the 
municipal limits^ A poiuU has been raised hv some of my friends 
here .as to whether a loan that is taken for the construction the 
hoyseS or for <the purchase of dhan-khet lands that fall within the 
municipality, would come under the operation this amendment? I 
have not.ma(Je any contract.

khet. Apart from that, Mr. Morgan should know ihift he will Ik* hit, 
and very badly hit, by the Bengal Tenancy Act. (Rai HAi<ENi)iL\

Mr. Chippendale has remarked that the interest should be 
limited. Now, Sir, I do not know whether Mr. Chippendale is aware 
of the manner in which these Building Societies operate and of the 
principles upon which they give their loans and calculate their instal- 
ments. The question of interest which Mr. Chippendale wishes me 
to secure depends very much upon the period over which the loan will 
be spread. If it is spread over ten years,* it will carry a certain rate 
of interest; if it is spread over twenty \ears — and I understand that 
twenty years is the usual time over which it is spread — it ^t’ill 
carry another rate of* interest. If it is spread over twenty-five years 
and more, it will be different. And if really we*^*go into this 
question we will have to draw up a table limiting the rate^'of interest 
of these societies which I believe. Sir, it is impossible to do. I am 
prepared to make this offer to Mr. Chippendale that if these societies, 
which are in an infant ‘stage in our country and which we do not 
#ant to stifle at this stage, operate with hardship ^ on people, so 
that the result is that they charge illimitable interest an<l persons 
who borrow froiff these societies are put to great hardship, there 
will not be the least difficulty within the next six or eight months in 
bringing them within the purview of this Act. So I would ask 
Mr. Chippendale to let us examine this (luestion. As a matter of 
fafpt, there are few of us who have studied the subject properly, end 
actually, as I stated yesterday, the principle should be first to make 
out a case for fiardship before regulation comes in, and not to anticipiate 
hardship from before and regulate as if it was going to create hardship. 
As I said, I •am prepared* to make this offer to l(r^ Chippendale that 
if ia the course of a' year he is able to find instances that these loan 
societies take advantage of l^pir position and^ operate harshly, upon 
people, then we shall only be to^, glad to include them within the 
purview of thjs Act.^, 
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ftii NARENDRA NATH CHAUOHUltls Mr. *Speaker, Sir, ^the* 
ble Mr. ^Suhrawardy ia out to mislead the House *delibermtely. 
He ft constantly harping on the point -^hat the amendment ^contern- 
plates and excludes a loan by a bifilding society. That will not be* 
the case bec^se in the amendnfent that he has suggested there is no 
mention that the loans would be advanced only by building societies 
and not by any other person. The amendment a{>eaka geneaally of % 
loan advanced for building purposes, but by whoiy it ia not mentioned*^ 
Probably the H^’ble Mr. Suhrawardy is obsesied with the icieas 
derived from the bri#f which he has lately received from building 
societies and with tlyp terms of contracts of the building societies. 
Their terms and contracts are in his brain, but in his amendment he 
does not speak exclusively of loans by a building society. Not only 
that. In the amendment he is excluding loans for buildings taken 
not oily in Calcutta but in all the municipal towns spread over 
Bengal in most of which building societies have not come ff) operate. 
So the question of his amendment being confined only to loans taken 
from buildi^ig societies cannot arise. There he is deliberately mis- 
leading the House, 1 should ^ay. 

Then he says in reply to a question put by Mr. Morgan that there 
musl J)e a term in sinh contracts tl»at the Hou.se will be built within 
such and such ^ phriod. But how docs he presuppose that!^ There 
is no mention of any suoti contract in the amendment either^ The 
contract is oi^y in his imagination, hut lit* is speaking as if il is 
imiuded in his amendment. 

The Hpii^ble Mr. H. S. 8UHRAWARDY: A loan is a lontraci. 

Rai HARCNDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Tliinilv k- says tliat 1> 
person who purchases ^ dium-khet and wl^o wants to build a house 
thereon will be •precluded by the Bengal Tenancy A<*t. That is lud , 
th (4 ca.sC. Aft(^ the amendments made to the Bengal Tenancy Act 
in 1928 — let alone the recent aiiiendmeiit-iu tenant i# entitled to build 
a house on a portion even of his agricultural land, provided the 
building does no^ 'in any way convert the whole^land into a ||on- 
agriculturrfl holding. That is what the Bengal Tenancy Act provides. 
Otherwise a tenant is perfectly entitled to build a house on any ^ri-< 
cultural or arable land. There again. Sir, the Hon’ble Mr. Sunra- 
wardy is misleading the House by denying the possibility. Apparent- 
ly he does not know the present pr(»vision.s of the Bengal Tenancy 
Act. In these eirctmstances, if the ameydment be accepted by the 
House without thV*rider suggested by Dr. Sanyo.], then this wil^ open 
up a loophole for evading in urba^ are^is the provisions ottbe Hengal 
Mdney-lenders Act rigarding limitation of interest^ etc. Whether the 
House will be in a mood to acfepF irtich an amendment I do not kn(f\v. 
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f ^ If St accepts, it ^ill make * much of the provisions of the Money- 
lenders Act ’nuj^atory. It is for the House to considrt* it carefully •

As 
far as 1 know, the bifilding societies have been working for th6 good 
of the middle-class people, and money is now being invested by such 
societies and houses are being built near the faike Hoad for small holders 
of houses. These people would never have exjUM ted to have houses of 
their own if such houses were not biiilt for them by some^ societies- 
which are advancing money and nut only advuiK'ing money but securing 
lands f(»r the houses. This business or industry has crop]>ed up very 
recently, amfit requires a little bit nurturing to enable all the people 
who are a<'tually paying monthly rents to have houses of their own. 
Tha^ l>eing the position, I do not believe at this stage that it is desirable 
that there should Ix^ any restriction on the working of such societies who 
are building Ijou^es for otheijs. My friend Dr. Sanyal says that the rate 
of interest should be fixed. As fur as T understand the j»osition, 4f the 
rate of intere?^ is fixed, the devehqunent (»f the entire industry may 
be hampered. If you wayt to dt*velop an ihfant industry, you must 
give it freedom. It is a sort of»an industry that was n(»t»in existence 
Indore, and so as an industrialist 1 can tell vou this much that if you 
really desTre that the people who are not owners of houses but who 
desire that Sf’fae liouses should Ik* .built for them should Ik* encouraged’ 
to have their houses built by such institutions. If these infant institu- 
tions will work yut a salvaticm for themselves and if in future it is 
found that theyn are not working for the good of the country but ^ 
their own .selfish interest by earning inort^ and more money out of it 
and not giving eorre.sponding advantage to the peopff*, then it will be 
the duty of all of ys^o see that some restriction is put on them. But at 
present I do not l>elieve that such infant industries* should be* at* all 
restricted by us. I would ask Dr. Sanyal to consider this aspect of the ^ 
<aee. He should not rush in for a division. I appeal to him to tfon- 
sider that whenever any infant industry ii* springing up, if jhould be 
allowed to develop unhampered, and then if you fin<l that it is working 
on wrong lines, to Restrict it. I appeal^ t<# you^now to consider thia 
point and not to rtwh in for a division. I* can ^assure fdie House that 
we are all working for the good of the country'; one is working ki hie 
owQ way; another in \ different wty. In that^view I hoj^ ther^ will 
be no voting in a ca& like thi^. 
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* ^r. tPIAKERl There i« just one point which I want to suggest to 
the Treasury Bench, and that is what we might go on rfl a little more 
rapid #ate if Government in the course of the next two days could 
‘onake up their mind definitely about the provisions of this Bill. I 
may say that for the last two or throe days we have been proceeding 
very slowly, because Government were not found to be ready with their 
^amendm^hts. 

HOfl’Wt Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Sir, I do not know 
whether that will lead to greater expedition, because these are somewhat 
•controversial matters; Chapter VI is also going to be controversial. 
In any case, Sir, we will consider your suggestion.

1 know that there is a system or pro- 
cess of advancing loans, by w'hich as the building progresses, on t*he 
certificate of the contiactor or the engineer in charge, the financing 
company advances money, up to a certain jiercentage of the actual coat 
incurred. Therefore, uctuallv there is a control by the coi^pany. As 
regards the iiuestion that was raised b\ some memliers as to whether the 
money is actually going to be spent or not in the case of a ouilding society 
or such other creditors who actually lend money on the construction of 
a House, there is this clieck that as and when the building is constructed, 
as jiortions of the building are raiseil. some percentage only will be 
advanced cm the certificate the value of the actual construction. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Y< HI ha\e not given notice of it. However, I shall 
allow it as a special case that the words “purchase or” be deleted. 

Tha Hon’bta Mr. H. 8. SUHRAWARDY: I am sorry that Dr. 
Nalinaksha Sanyal has found something to object to. Provision for 
the purch^^ of land was In yesterday’s draft as . well. There were 
speeches from all side of the House yesterday and even from Dr. Sanyal 
but it was not pointed out yesterday that there was any difficulty with

Mr. SPEAK! R l ‘Yours have also grown up by night. (Laughter.) 
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fhe Hon'bl* Mr. H. 8. SUHRAWAJIDY: After reoeiviug

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' Tha Hon'Mt Mr. H. S. 8UHRAWAROY : My amendment is that all 
suits yhich were pending on the first day of January, 1939, will ‘be 
affected by the provisions of tMis Aqt, and the reason for that is that we 
have unfortunately been supplied with information, and Government 
have been watc^hing with a certain degree ot dismay, that since the 
Bengal Money-lenders Bill has been discussed in this House, “"suits are 
hding very^apidly filed and* decrees are being passed with the result that 
tlies^ loans are being called up, with the idea that before the Bill comes 
into operation a decree may be passed on the terms and conditions on 
which u loan was given. All the money-lenders are anxious that they 
should not be placed under the restrictive clauses cf section 28, namely, 
with regard to interest at 8 and 10 per cent, and that they should get a 
decree at higher rates. 

Now, Sir, we do not wish that owing to legislative delays 
•uch advantage should be taken by one party as against the other, 
and inasmuch as the first day of January, 1939, is th^ date which 
has been fixed by the Select rommittee in various clauses such as clause 
34, we have accepted that date as the starting day, and havj stated 
suits or lu’oceedings which may be even pending on the first day ot 
January, 1939, will come under the purview of this Bill.

Inent does not make that clear. If it applies to suits pending on the Ist 
January, 1939, those suits might have been j>end1ng for one or two or 
hnlf a dojteu years, and those syits cj)uld uot^iave been instituted 
in viewoT ihe present ^onev-lenders Bill. The Money-lenders Bill was 
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introduced only in July, 1938, and certainly suits instituted long beioro 
July or August, 1938, could not be instituted in view of tb# aiming 
Moi^v-lenders Bill.

Thu IfOli'ble Mr^ H« 8< 8UHRAWARDY: Suppose g suit was* 

instituted three years ago and, say, it was devieed on the lOth January 
1939, and this Bill came into operation on the IsJ January, 1939, as H 
might have been. If our legislative procedure was grot so long drawn 
out, and wras not so copiplicated, we may take it that by the Ist January, 
19(39, this Bill would have been passed by the Legislature. A suit 
instituted even thi-ee years before Jbat, would be normally affected if 
it mme up for hearing after the first day of January, 1939 (Rai 
Hahendr\ Nath CH\rnHritT ; It will he affected in view of your 
amendment.). No, it would be affected even without the amendment. 
Suppose the Act was passed on the first day of January, ^939, as I 
think it miglft have been passed, making allowam'es for normal 
procedure. 

Now’ if a suit comes on tVg hearing on the KMh of .lanuary, 1939, 
it w^ould be affected by the terms of the Act even though it might have 
beefl inst ifTited three or four yeai'^ ago. hecausi* the Court, w'hen 
passing, a dec ree, will pas^ it ac'cording to the law as il exists at the 
time, when it cSine^ on fof hearing and not at the time when it has 
heeh filed.

Sir, is that deetees are ladtig passed, and^ 
eieeution proceetfiiigs are taking place, holdings are being put up* to 
sale, because the clever money-lender wishes to avoid the terras of this 
Bill, and in order to .save the <M>tors fronf that positTon 1 am moving 
this amendment. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: I think the House will syinpatjjise 
wifh my honourable friend’s rflesire to prevent money-lenders, who are

1 submit, Sir, that iu the ahseiu’e of any sucli data upon which m> 
honourable friend can rely, and in the absence of any such ] ossibility 
that this Bill could Jiuvi* been passed into law on the^st of Januai\, 
1939, if suits whicli wer^ pending on the 1st of January, 193!t. are 
H sov’igbt to be brought withic the mischief of this Hill, I think it would 
entail unjustified hardship on peo])le who Iiad not the slightest .nkljng 
of a Bill of this. kind wdien^.they instituted their suits. 

Therefoie, Sir, I think that the earlier amendment wliit h my 
honourable friend had tabled might be adopted with greater sense of 
justice and fairnes.s than the ameiidmeiit wliii h is now being proposed.
